E aruier this year, the world was told 
of a new scientific accomplishment: The 
possibility to construct a nuclear fusion 
bomb, commonly referred to as “hydro 
gen bomb” or “H-bomb.” This announce- 
ment was soon followed by warnings of 
a terrible danger—that the new super- 
weapon might prove to be the agency of 
universal destruction and wipe out the 
entire human race in a matter of minutes. 

In the mind of the layman, the new 
weapon looms as a Frankenstein’s mon- 
ster that is bound to turn against its own 
creator and destroy not only him but his 
entire race and make his whole world un- 
inhabitable as well. To the scientist it 
signifies merely the successful solution of 
another problem, another step in_ the 
quest for knowledge, another practical 
application of a natural law and process, 
and he feels confident that he can control 
it and remain its master. 

Mystery breeds fear; that which is 
mysterious is always all the more terrify- 
ing. Let us attempt to lift a corner of the 
veil of almost superstitious mystery 
which shrouds the scientific principle of 
the new weapon, to try to cast some 
light on the subject, so as to allay the 
doubts and fears of the common man, to 
some extent at least. 

Far be it from me to belittle the signif- 
icance and potential dangers inherent in 
the new superweapon. It is the generator 
of tremendous power—destructive power 
—and in the wrong hands it can work 
horrible havoc and dreadful damage. Let

irony. For the force which man would 
thus have set free to destroy him and his 
entire world, is the very same basic force 
which has made all life—human, animal 
and vegetable — possible on earth: Th 
energy generated and radiated by the 
sun. 

Before we can discuss the generat 
of energy by the sun, which is the princ 
ple behind the “H-bomb,” it will ‘a nec- 
essary to prevent a few introductory re- 
marks on atoms and nuclear reactions 

All matter as we know it consists of 
atoms. Up to a couple of decades ago, 
atoms were considered to be the ultimate, 
indivisible building blocks of matter. To 
day we know that this statement has to 
be qualified by the addition of the word 
chemical. Today we define the atom 
that smallest particle of matter which 
cannot be subdivided, resolved into more 
elementary components, by chemical 
means. Nuclear physicists have discov 
ered that the ot is a complex syster 
of elementary particles, and they ha 
found the way to subdivide, “to split 
atoms—as the unfortunate inhabit ints of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki learned by w 1) 
of a very spectacular and efficient obj 
lesson in 1945 

The atoms of every chemical element 
are miniature, sub-microscopic solar sys 
tems. Every atom consists of a central 
nucleus about which planetary electrons 
are circling, like planets about a sun. The 
nucleus itself consists of protons and 
neutrons, collectively called nucleons 
Protons are charged with positive elec- 
tricity; neutrons are chargeless, electric- 
ally neutral particles. The numbe r of pro- 
tons (the total number of positive oles tric 
charges on the nucle us) 1s called the 
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atomic number of the element; the total 
number of nucleons (protons plus neu- 
trons) is referred to as the mass num- 
ber. The nucleus of every atom of a giv- 
en element contains the same fixed num- 
ber of protons, but not necessarily the 
same number of neutrons. Atoms of the 
same chemical element the nuclei of 
which contain a different number of neu- 
trons are called isotopes of the same ele- 
ment, (The chemical properties of these 
isotopes of the same element are iden- 
tical, for reasons which we need not dis- 
cuss here.) 

There are 98 known chemical elements, 
92 of which occur in nature or can be 
isolated from natural substances, while 
the other six (the “transuranic ele- 
ments”) are man-made, artificial labora- 
tory products. (This figure includes the 
transuranic elements berkelium and cali- 
fornium, the discovery and production of 
which were announced in February and 
March, 1950, respectively.) Nuclear 
chemists expect to discover and synthetize 
soon further transuranic elements, too. 

The arrangement of these elements in 
the order of increasing atomic numbers— 
hydrogen being No. 1—is called the 
periodic table of the elements. The heavi- 
est natural element is uranium (atomic 
number 92). The extended periodic table 
includes also the six transuranic elements 
—neptunium, plutonium, americium, cur- 
ium, berkelium and californium, with at- 
omic numbers 93 to 98, in this order. 

The first seven elements of the period- 
ic table, the lightest ones, which will be 
of the most immediate interest to us in 
the following discussion, are: Hydrogen 
(atomic number 1), heliunt (2), lithium 
(3), beryllium (4), boron (5), carbon 
(6), and nitrogen (7). 


The nucleus of each and every atom 
of every element—with the sole exception 
of ordinary hydrogen, the nucleus of 
which consists of a single proton without 
any neutron—shows an odd characteris- 
tic: The total mass (in connection with 
atoms and nuclear particles we speak of 
mass rather than weight) of the nucleus 
is slightly less than the sum total of the 
masses of the protons and neutrons 
which compose it. The whole seems to be 
less than the sum of its parts! 

Tt is as if you bought ten cuts of meat, 
each weighing exactly one pound, and 
when the butcher has packed them in a 
bag, you weighed the package and found 





that it weighed only 9 pounds and 13 
ounces. Or, to use a more illustrative ex- 
ample, as if you packed a number of in- 
flated rubber balloons into a box and had 
to squeeze each balloon a little, reducing 
its size a tiny bit, in order to get them 
all into the box. The nucleons seem to 
lose a very small fraction of their mass 
when they are packed into an atomic 
nucleus. This idea is expressed in the 
term packing fraction which is used to 
designate this apparent loss of mass by 
each nucleon. 

In the previous sentence | used ad- 
visedly the expressions “seem to lose” 
and “apparent loss,” because this fraction 
of mass is not “lost.”” According to Ein- 
stein’s principle of the equivalence of 
mass and energy, mass and energy are 
only two different, interchangeable as- 
pects of the same natural property. Mass 
and energy cannot be lost but only con- 
verted into each other. The mass defect 
of the atomic nucleus (this is the term 
applied to this difference in mass between 
the nucleus as a whole and the sum total 
of the masses of the individual nucleons 
of which it is composed) represents the 
mass converted into energy when the 
nucleons are bound together to form a 
nucleus, and therefore is customarily 
called binding energy. This is the energy 
which is released in nuclear fission, in 
other words when a heavy nucleus, com- 
posed of a great number of nucleons, is 
split into two lighter nuclei—as in the 
bomb dropped on Hiroshima in 1945, 
which utilized this principle of releasing 
energy; that bomb, popularly called “at- 
omic” but scientifically referred to as a 
“nuclear fission bomb,” released the en- 
ergy generated by the splitting of a uran- 
ium nucleus (atomic number 92) into two 
lighter nuclei (for instance, krypton and 
barium—atomic numbers 36 and _ 56, re- 
spectively). Another way of releasing 
huge quantities of energy is by nuclear 
fusion—by causing certain very light at- 
oms to combine, fuse into slightly heav- 
ier ones. The mass defect of the result- 
ing heavier atom is slightly higher, both 
numerically and percentually, than that 
of each fusing lighter atom, and this dif- 
ference in mass is converted into energy. 
(Conversely, these light elements would 
absorb energy when fissioned. ) 

The energy released by either process 
is enormous, for according to Einstein’s 
famous equation, E=mce’, the energy 
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involved multiplied by the square of the 
speed of light in centimeter per second ; 
in other words by 30,000,000,000 times 
30,000,000,000. Thus, for instance, the 
§ssion of uranium (of mass number 235) 
would release 43,000,000,000 British 
Thermal Units per pound, and the fus- 
ion of hydrogen into helium (of mass 
number 4) would release seven times as 
much energy, about 300,000,000,000 
British Thermal Units per pound. 


Two Ways of Energy Release 


Thus we have two ways of releasing 
nuclear energy: By the fission of a very 
heavy nucleus into two lighter ones, and 
by the fusion of very light nuclei into a 
somewhat heavier one. Both processes, 
nuclear fission and nuclear fusion, release 
energy from the same source: The bind- 
ing energy of atomic nuclei. But there is 
an important practical difference between 
the two processes: Fission in the ‘“atom- 
ic” bomb is produced when an atom of 
the heavy element (uranium of mass 
number 235 or plutonium of mass num- 
her 239) captures a free neutron, libera- 
ted and hurled at the nuclear “explosive”’ 
for this purpose; this process requires a 
relatively very small energy input. The 
fission produces not only lighter nuclei 
and a quantity of free energy, but also 
several free neutrons which produce fis- 
sion in other uranium or plutonium nuc- 
lei and thus propagate a chain reaction. 
But if the batch of uranium or plutonium 
used in the bomb is too small, the neu- 
trons thus released will escape from its 
surface instead of propagating the fis- 
sion chain reaction, and therefore the 
nuclear fission (“atomic”) bomb must be 
of a certain minimum mass or size, cal- 
led critical mass, in order to be operative 
at all, and must not exceed a certain 
maximum mass or size lest it go off 
spontaneously. On the other hand, the 
detonation of a nuclear fusion bomb (“H- 
bomb”) would require considerable en- 
ergy investment (in order to make two 
lighter atoms fuse into a heavier one, 
mighty forces of mutual electrical repul- 
sion between the positively charged nuclei 
must be overcome), but on the other 
hand theoretically there is no limitation 
on the minimum or maximum mass or 
Size, 

The process of nuclear fusion is the 
source of the energy radiated by most 
stars, including our own sun. This pro- 
cess takes place in the interior of the sun

in the form of a series of “thermonu- 
clear” reactions, so called because they 
are nuclear reactions, ie. involving 
changes in atomic nuclei, and occur un- 
der, as well as develop, extremely high 
temperatures. The ultimate result of this 
series of reactions is the fusion of four 
atoms of hydrogen, of mass number |, 
into an atom of helium, of mass number 
4. A carbon atom acts as a catalyst in 
this process—in other words, it starts, 
promotes and propagates the reaction 
without itself being consumed—and when 
the series of reactions is over and the 
end product, the helium atom, has been 
formed, the carbon atom emerges un- 
changed, ready to take part all over again 
in this solar cycle of generation of en- 
ergy. This cycle (custotnarily referred to 
as the carbon cycle) requires roughly 
6,000,000 years, at the end which period 
of time an estimated 500,000,000 tons cf 
common hydrogen have been changed in- 
to 496,000,000 tons of helium. The dif 
ference of 4,000,000 tons, less than 1% 
of mass, is converted into energy, rough- 
ly 100,000,000 billion kilowatt hours, 
radiated into space. This process of crea- 
tion of helium out of hydrogen with the 
aid of carbon as a catalyst, with the re- 
lease of vast quantities of energy as its 
by-product, requires not only millions of 
years but also very high temperatures— 
in the neighborhood of 20 million de- 
grees centigrade. 

Up to five years ago it was impossible 
to reproduce this enormously high temp- 
erature range on earth. But five years 
ago, at Alamagordo, N.M., and in Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki, Japan, man demon- 
strated that he had discovered the way to 
do so, for a split fraction of a second at 
least—by nuclear fission. The “atomic” 
bomb, using uranium or plutonium as an 
“explosive,” actually creates such a tem- 
perature for a minute part of a second 
as it goes off; in fact, the central tem- 
perature of the exploding “atomic” bomb 
mass has been estimated to reach 50 mil- 
lion degrees centigrade. A uranium or 
plutonium fission bomb can therefore, 
theoretically at least, be very well used 
as a detonator for the “H-bomb,” to 
“trigger off” the nuclear fusion reaction. 





Time Element 


Another problem is the time element 
required for the fusion ofghydrogen at- 
oms into helium atoms. Man has not the 
time our sun has, and cannot plan on pro- 
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cesses requiring millions of years. There- 
fore, the common hydrogen isotope of 
mass number 1 is not a practical “H- 
bomb” material. We will have to work 
with a faster-acting nucleus. 

It so happens that when the nuclear 
scientist speaks of “hydrogen,” he means 
the common hydrogen isotope of mass 
number 1. There are two other isotopes 
of hydrogen, one of them occurring in 
nature, the other a synthetic, laboratory- 
produced isotope. The natural one is call- 
ed deuterium or heavy hydrogen. It oc- 
curs in natural hydrogen gas as 1 part 
in 5000; its nucleus, called deuteron, con- 
sists of 1 proton and 1 neutron. The 
artificial hydrogen isotope is called trit- 
ium; its nucleus, called triton, consists of 
1 proton and 2 neutrons. Tritium is pro- 
duced in the Argonne National Labora- 
tory of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
and can be made available in considerable 
quantities. 

These two heavier isotopes of hydro- 
gen are suitable, both theoretically and 
practically, for use as fusion bomb ma- 
terial, because their fusion can take place 
in a shorter time and at lower tempera- 
tures than required for the fusion of 
common hydrogen atoms of mass number 

Of the two, tritium reacts faster at 
lower temperatures, and also: releases 
more energy, as it will be pointed out 
below. 

Before surveying briefly and compar- 
ing the quantities of energy generated by 
the combinations of these hydrogen iso- 
topes, let us sum up the compositions of 
the nuclei which are to enter our con- 
siderations. The reactions and fusion pro- 
ducts indicated in the following para- 
graphs can be checked and arithmetically 
verified by simple addition and subtrac- 
tion of the nucleons listed in the follow- 


ing table:

When two atoms of deuterium fuse, 
their fusion produces either a tritium at- 
om and an atom of common hydrogen 
or an atom of helium of mass number 3 
plus a free neutron. The mass converted 
into energy #® about 4 million electron- 
volts (written as 4 Mev) in either case. 


, 











(Electron-volt is a unit of energy used 
in nuclear physics; we need not go into 
its explanation further here, since we 
use it merely as a basis of comparison.) 

The fusion of two tritium atoms pro 
duces a helium atom of mass number 4 
and two free neutrons; the energy re 
leased amounts to 11.4 Mev 

The fusion of a deuterium atom with 
a tritium atom results in the creation of 
a helium atom of mass number 4 anda 
free neutron, releasing 17.6 Mev of 
energy 

As the above comparison shows, tri- 
tium is the most abundant source of en- 
ergy and the most efficient fusion bomb 
material. It is therefore likely that the 
name “hydrogen bomb” will turn out to 
have been a misnomer and the nuclear 
fusion bomb to be actually a “triton 
bomb.” Such a bomb would release en- 
ergy weight for weight of bomb material 
over seven times the energy released by 
a uranium of plutonium nuclear fission 
(“atomic”) bomb. One kilogram (22 
pounds) of tritium would release as much 
energy as an “atomic” bomb utilizing 
about 15.5 pounds of uranium of pluton- 
ium—equal to the explosive force of 140, 
000 tons of TNT. Since, as pointed out 
above, there is no limitation on the mass 
or size of a fusion bomb, it is theoretic- 
ally possible to build a triton bomb 1000 
times more devastating than the uranium 
bomb which flattened Hiroshima. Such a 
bomb would require about 315 pounds 
of tritons, and would release the explos- 
ive energy equivalent of 20,000,000 tons 
of TNT, and would be effective over an 
area of 300-400 square miles. 

What would then be the design or con- 
struction details of a fusion bomb? I| 
cannot answer this question ; I could not 
give you the answer even if I knew it. 
First of all, all such details are top milt- 
tary secrets ; secondly, the bomb is still in 
the design stage. I can only conjecture, 
on the ground of the basic scientific facts 
known.

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Nodal Transits 


19-Year Cycles In Individual Lives

Part One 


l discussed in a recent article the 
meaning of the axis formed by the 
Moon’s nodes in a birth-chart ; and I had 
previously defined the astronomical na- 
ture of the nodes with reference to cycles 
of celestial latitude. We saw that the 
north node is the point at which the 
Moon (or any planet) passes from south 
to north latitude, and in so doing crosses 
ina northward direction the plane of the 
ecliptic (the orbit of the Earth) on a 
particular degree of the zodiac. The south 
node is the place of southward crossing 
of the ecliptic, on the opposite zodiacal 
degree. 

What I am to discuss now is the sub- 
ject of the cyclic motion of the Moon’s 
nodal axis around the zodiac—thus 
around the birth-chart—in a period of 
18.6 years. I mentioned this period, and 
the related cycles, the Saros cycle and the 
Metonic cycle previously, in connection 
with eclipses and eclipse cycles as these 
figure in mundane astrology, especially 
in the experience of men of the old 
“vitalistic’ societies, some 4 or 5,000 
years ago. 

Astrologers who deal with the birth- 
charts of modern individuals often place 
a great, deal of emphasis upon “eclipses 
hitting natal planets” and recurring ‘‘ec- 
lipse seasons.” I have done so myself at 
times in order to present ideas and facts 
which seemed pertinent at the time. Un- 
menately the mention and anticipation 
ot “eclipses hitting one’s natal planets” 
can do very much harm psychologically, 
and the results of such ‘ ‘eclipses” —pure- 
ly symbolical, of course, in relation to a 
natal planet which is not there to be 
ielinsed or hit by the darkness !—uare 
often far from what they were expected 
to be. 

Take the recent case of President Tru- 
man, Immediately before the last Elec- 
tions which unexpectedly gave him a 


great popular victory, a solar eclipse fell 
close to his natal Moon, and another one 
6 months before “hit” his natal Sun. 
Harry Truman’s natal Moon rises, rules 
his house of profession and public suc- 
cess, dominates indeed the whole chart. 
Yet everything related to the Moon in a 
chart such as President Truman’s became 
vitalized and led to victory. 

If he had been a believer in astrology, 
he, like most astrologers would have 
thought such an eclipse, controlling the 
time of Elections, most unfavourable— 
perhaps tragic. Obviously he would have 
either lost some degree of faith in his 
possibilities of success (tenth house) or 
even would have been definitely afraid of 
of good “public” response (Moon), or 
failure or worse. Indeed, he might hav 
been defeated by his fears. 

When he was about to be conceived 
and when being carried by his mother, 
an “eclipse season” occurred affecting his 
yet-to-be natal Moon and Sun most a 
curately, And every 9, or 18 to 19, year 
some eclipses have “hit” his Moon, often 
twice—and his Sun, too, Yet his life 
reads like a “success magazine story” 
The question therefore rises: does it help 
to know of these “eclipses” in under 
standing President Truman's life and 
personality ? Would it have helped him to 
know ? 

My answer is: NO—at least if an 
archaic and vitalistic (yet still: popular) 
meaning is given to the term “eclipse.” 
Implied inevitably in this meaning is an 
emotional, if unconscious, feeling of light 
being blotted out, of darkness and mys- 
tery, if not cataclysm. For this reason, if 
for no other, I contend that telling some- 
one that there will be “an eclipse on his 
Moon” next month, is a positively dan- 
gerous practice from the point of view 
of psychological results. Nothing can be 
gained by it; for nothing can stop the 
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eclipse from happening and no one can 
guard against, or be cautious about, the 
multitude of things which “might” occur, 
before, during or after eclipse time. All 
that can be “gained” is—fear; a very 
negative gain indeed! 

Eclipses which actually happen for all 
men to see and which presumably affect 
the electro-magnetic potential of the 
earth’s atmosphere (or ionosphere, or 
whatever it be) are one thing; eclipses 
which occur on or close to the zodiacal 
degree on which a planet is found in the 
birth-chart of* an individual . . . are an- 
other thing! What I am suggesting here 
is that the traditional meaning given to 
eclipses is an expression of the archaic 
vitalistic approach to life, and that this 
approach dealt 1) with things seen in the 
sky, 2) with collectivities, agricultural 
cycles, affairs of State, etc.—but not with 
individuals as such. Today a considera- 
tion of eclipses, cycles of recurrence of 
eclipses, paths of totality of solar eclip- 
ses, etc. is valid if it deals with collec- 

‘ tive issues, meteorology, global events, 
and aJl such typically mundane matters. 
When, however, individual birth-charts 
are being studied, and psychological fac- 
tors and personal attitudes, hopes and 
fears, are involved, not only the term 
“eclipse”, but the phenomenon itself, no 
longer apply and should not be men- 
tioned. 

What is worth considering, however, 
is the cycle of the Moon’s nodes and the 
19-year cycle of new moons recurrence 
on the same degree of the zodiac. These 
are cycle which measure patterns of or- 
ganic and personal growth; cycles which 
are numerological as much as astrological. 
They are cycles, wave-rhythms which 
need not frighten or excite anybody; 
which are not things to predict with, but 
to understand with. A human being is to 
be understood, to be helped to under- 
stand himself. This is the one function 
of natal astrology, a technique in human 
understanding. 

The reader who does not see the dif- 
ference between saying to a client “Your 
Moon is going to be eclipsed” and “You 
are coming to a particular phase of the 
nodal 19-year long cycle in your life” 
does not realize undoubtedly the emo- 
tional power of words over the uncon- 
scious. Deeper than this, he does not see 
how profound is the difference between 
announcing an event which has power in 
itself as a sudden occurrence, and teach- 


ing a person to think of his life and per 
sonality as a complex chord of waves 
and rhythms of development, each re 
lated to the other and unfolding toward 
some sort of an over-all purpose and 
life-meaning. 

For ancient man seeking to gain a 
wider sense of natural order and of 
periods of time beyond the yearly rhythm 
of the seasons the study of eclipses as 
they were seen and of eclipse periods 
was no doubt of the greatest signific- 
ance; and the correlations of important 
events affecting the entire community to 
these eclipse periods and other periods of 
similar lengths meant the development of 
the historical sense. But today modern 
men live (or should live!) on another 
time-scale of magnitude and at another 
psychological level. Their essential prob- 
lems—those, at any rate, which the as- 
trologer is asked to solve or throw light 
upon—are problems dealing with them- 
selves as individuals. These should be 
approached by the astrologer with all 
the delicacy and human understanding of 
the true psychologist. 


The Nodal Cycle 


Among the means which modern as- 
trology offers for a more objective and 
more extended grasp of an individual's 
basic life-problems, the 18 to 19 year 
cycle related to the zodiacal period of 
the Moon’s nodal axis stands out for a 
number of reasons. We have stressed the 
point that this nodal axis is to be con- 
sidered as a unit, rather than as two 
points on the zodiac; thus what is trans- 
iting the birth-chart is a line which links 
always two opposite houses, and will 
arouse at one time two planets in natal 
opposition. This obviously creates a very 
different situation than that in whith one 
celestial object is moving by transit 
around the birth-chart; and this situation 
demands a somewhat special kind of in- 
terpretation. 

Moreover, the transiting motion of the 
nodal axis is retrograde, constantly and 
fairly regularly so; and this too presents 
a problem of interpretation. This retro- 
grade factor simply has to be considered 
basic in any study of the meaning of 
nodal transits. Then, of course, the nodal 
axis is not a celestial “body” and in a 
sense is truly a symbolical entity—as 
planetary orbits themselves are—; and 
this puzzles certain kind of astrologer

gmenon of eclipses to bolster up the 
“sientific” validity of the Moon's nodes 
cle. : 

The nodes, however, are important just 
because they are symbols, and they con- 
centrate the most important implications 
of the to and fro motions of the Moon, 
as.she links the inner and outer realms 
of human existence, being half the time 
inside the Earth’s orbit, half the time out- 
side of it. The two nodes become thus 
symbols of lunar gates through which 
the energies and powers active in our 
inner and outer environment enter into 
the sphere of our ego-consciousness, and 
resulting activities are released from this 
sphere. 

As we considered, last month, the set 
positions of the Moon, her nodal axis 
and the planets in the birth-chart, we 
defined these basic factors in terms of 
their archetypal, changeless, and essential 
character in human experience. But if we 
lok at them from the point of view of 
change and growth (or regression)— 
that is, in terms of transiting factors, 
moving day by day, year by year—their 
meaning becomes somewhat altered. We 
do not see any longer the root-problems 
of the new born individual, or the divine 
purpose for his birth; we see the con- 
tinuous succession of efforts, of failures 
and successes, frustrations and fulfll- 
ments—the entrance of dark and light 
Images, of confusing or sinister and of 
illuminating or exalting Powers, into the 
earthly sphere of our personality. And 
the gate through which they enter is 
primarily the Moon’s north node—the 
“point of intake”. 

To follow the symbolical motion of the 
north and south nodes around our birth- 
chart is to see gates open and close; 
“food” of all kinds absorbed, assimilated, 
rejected, evacuated; power and life- 
energy breathed in, and breathed out as 
creative emanation and seed. Whatever 
the two ends of the nodal axis touch is 
vivified, stirred into some kind of activ- 
ity. There is no sense whatsoever of 
proclaiming it “good” or “bad”. The 
contacts made by the nodal axis do not 
operate in the realm of morality or fur- 
tune or misfortune. They bring the 
depth of our collective, generic and cos- 
mic unconscious (three levels, actually) 
to the threshold of our consciousness. In 
a sense, all these things are the past; be- 
cause all that is unconscious (in the usual 


harvest of the past experiences of our 
family, our society, our race, humanity, 
earth-life, the universe. 

This does not mean that the future is 
not contained in seed and in potentiality 
in this past! But this future can only be- 
come itself (that is, it can only be, in 
some tomorrow) through the efforts of a 
conscious, and intelligently creative be- 
ing. The seeds are there, in the uncon- 
scious of the past, seeds of futurity; but 
men must, and alone can, produce the 
actual “plant” of the future tomorrow, 
according to the way they live.their pres- 
ent, every day, every minute. 

What does the transiting nodal axis 
show, as it moves around the natal wheel ? 
The “breath” of the past of our race, our 
society — our many-times reincarnating 
“divine Identity” also—as this infinitely 
complex past is breathed in and out, used 
or rejected, by our ego-consciousness. 
And what can we see giving clues to the 
creative or redeeming use of this past 
toward the building, of the future, or 
the clearing up of the ground before 
building ? The new moons which we wit- 
ness every month, and particularly those 
which strike dynamic points in our birth- 
chart. 

The nodes return to the same zodiacal 
degree in 18.6 years—with an “inverted 
return” at the mid-point of the period 
when north node occupies the place first 
held by the south node, and vice versa. 
New moons returns to approximately the 
same zodiacal degree after 19 years ( Me- 
tonic cycle). Thus within these two fig- 
ures, 18 (twice 9) and 19, we have the 
key to the deepest process of “‘metabol- 
ism of personality” —the transmutation 
of unconscious past into consciously pro- 
duced future. In the Tarot symbolism, 
Arcana 18 is the weeping Moon; Arcana 
19, the glorious Sun.

City on the Straits 


ve EK present the horoscope of the city 


of Detroit, erected by the editor of this 
magazine, for July 24, 1701, at sunrise. 

Detroit (French-strait), largest city of 
Michigan, is situated on the northwest 
bank of the Detroit River, a stream 
which forms part of the U.S.-Canadian 
boundary. Notice, in the chart, Uranus 
rising eleven degrees from the Ascendant 
—Uranus ruling foreign affairs in a 
water sign. The Detroit river separates 
the two countries, Detroit being opposite 
the Canadian town Windsor. 

The river, one-half mile wide and 30 
to 50 feet deep, forms an excellent har- 
bor, with 13 miles of improved harbor 
frontage. The Ascendant is close to the 
Fixed Star Procyon, a_ star associated 
with something unusual regarding water. 

In a book found in the Detroit Library 
is the following: “Early in 1701 Count 
Cadillac set out from Quebec, commis- 
sioned by Frontenac to establish a fur 
Trading Post on the ‘River of the 
Straits.’ He travelled the Northern Water 
route and on the evening of July 23rd, 
he and his party floated down through 
Lake St. Clair and on down the river to 
what is now known as Grosse Isle. There 
they spent the night. Tarly the next 
morning, July 24th, they set out exam- 
ining both sides of the river for what 
might likely be a site, and soon Cadillac 
stood up foremost in the boat, and point- 
ed to a spot on the west bank, and said: 
‘There we will build our Fort.’ 

They put into shore immediately, and 
at once commenced building a church 
(always the first building erected in those 
days), St. Ann’s Church at a spot which 
is now the eastern end of Bagley Street.” 

It was on this specific information, that 
the editor erected this horoscope, with 
the Sun rising, immediately preceded by 
Mars. When the radical M.C. progressed 
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to that conjunction in 1805, Detroit was 
completely destroyed by fire. A new city 
arose which adopted its motto; “We hope 


for better days; it shall rise from the 


ashes.” 

Detroit's first 100 years were under the 
elevated Neptune—on radical M.C, and 
rising Mars. During the American Strug- 
gle for Independence, Detroit became 
notorious as a nest of intrigue. The 
(other) Arch-Traitor of the Revolution, 
General James Wilkinson, who served 
with Benedict Arnold in the Quebec Cam- 
paign, had his headquarters here before 
he transferred to New Orleans. 

Following 1805, the Sun figuratively 
rose over the reborn city; it did literally 
rise from its ashes—and under the Sun- 
shine of Prosperity, grew with amazing 
rapidity. 

Before it became the city it is today, 
it was captured by an English force in 
1760, was the headquarters for British 
Forces in the N.W. during the Revolu- 
tion, and was abandoned to the Americans 
in 1796,

A Martian City 





With Mars ruling the 10th house— 
gccupation—and the planet rising in con- 
junction with the Ascendant, it is small 
wonder that Detroit is one of the leading 
manufacturing cities in the entire world, 
It is noted for its automobiles, iron and 
steel products (Saturn planet of steel in 
the 9th—a house which indicates just 
what is shipped out of the city), machin- 
ery, drugs and chemicals, paper and 
printing products, slaughtering and meat- 
packing establishments, 

The martial note is sounded in the fact 
that this city has several military as well 
as commercial airports. 

Mercury, planet relating to the fingers, 
is in the 2nd house, not too far from 
Regulus, and in this town, many, many 
hands accomplish much work on _ the 
Grand Scale. 

Mercury rules the 3rd—house of edu- 
cation; three institutions of higher edu- 
cation are well attended: Detroit Univer- 
sity (Jesuit), Detroit College of Law, 
and Michigan College of Medicine. 

The positive, masculine, activating 
note of this city is shown with five planets 
rising (not counting Pluto )—five planets 
in masculine signs, six planets in mascu- 
line houses again not counting Pluto— 
and Mars conjuncting the Ascendant. The 
first house (normal home of Aries) so 
well tenanted, gives a coloring of enter- 
prise, impulse, and even at times, under 
affliction, violence to this city. 

Uranus, a planet which rules groups, 
especially unions, labor organizations, is 
not so well placed in the 12th house— 
house of restriction. It would seem that 
altruism for the worker, an eventual bet- 
terment of his status, has been difficult 
or slow to be obtained for an additional 
sum of money in his weekly salary is in- 
variably followed by an increase in price 
of whatever product the worker is en- 
gaged in making. 

With Aries on the 10th, a heritage 
angle, and Aries being associated by some 
astrological students as ruling Germany, 
there always has been a large population 
of German-born in this city.

Vehicle of Pre-Aquarian Science

As a result of the Special Relativity 
paper published in 1905, , universities 
which had refused him obscure assistant 
professorships, clamored for the 26-year- 
old Albert Einstein. And so began the 
series of distinguished posts throughout 
Europe and participation in important 
scientific congresses. By 1911, he made 
known his Theory of Gravity and time 
and events quickened. 

Berlin was then the scientific center of 
the world and the newly founded acad- 
emy, the Kaiser Wilhelm Gesellschaft, 
the heart of all. To this Einstein was in- 
vited—a signal honor indeed! He was as 
eager for the intellectual advantages of 
this appointment as he was reluctant to 
return to the hated Prussian ways of life 
and thought. But his personal affairs had, 
by now, reached an impasse and divorce 
was arranged. So Einstein set out alone 
for Berlin at the end of the fateful year 
of 1913. 

At Berlin, the professor headed straight 
into trouble, as usual, because he persist- 
ed in behaving with unaffected simplicity. 
His oddly aloof manner, his refusal to 
join cliques and the crime, in German 
eyes, of pacifism, roused such a storm of 
protest during the war that he was barely 
saved by his neutral Swiss citizenship and 
scientific reputation. But with the pro- 
gressed Moon trine Moon, his personal 
life came at last to happier shores. 

At his uncle’s house, he met his cousin, 
a childhood playmate, who was now a 
widow with two daughters, Elsa was a 
simple woman of warm, cheerful, maternal 
temperament whose interests were bound 
up in her home. She did not at all under- 
stand Albert’s work but she was very 
proud of him. Indeed, she told a friend, 
that she knew “our Albertle” must be a 
great scientist since there had not been 
atin of canned food that he had not been

able to open for her. The professor, it 
seems, made himself useful by practicing 
“applied physics.” 

In 1917, under a progressed conjunc- 
tion of Sun and Moon, Einstein married 
his cousin Elsa. The couple set up house- 
keeping in a pleasant Berlin dpartment. 
And it was here that the great Dr, Ejn- 
stein began to display shamelessly a typ- 
ical Piscean weakness—the habit of go- 
ing about the house without his shoes! It 
added to the consternation of the visit- 
ing VIPs. 

Despite romance, Einstein completed 
his Unified Theory of Gravitation which 
was published in 1916. This theory that 
produced four-dimensional space among 
other revolutionary things, was to rock 
the world. Despite the war, scientists 
everywhere heard the news in those iron- 
curtainless days. And as Einstein himself 
foretold, a solar eclipse should prove the 
validity of his theory, Eagerly the Royal 
Society in England awaited the end of 
the war and the eclipse of 1919. From the 
photographs of the stars surrounding this 
eclipsed sun, astronomers confirmed the 
new theory as the author had predicted. 
From this, curved space was established 
showing that Eucledian geometry which 
declared that parallel lines remain equi- 
distant into infinity, was henceforth, in- 
validated in space. And this was a reyolu- 
tion in itself, 

A curious situation arose at the end of 
the many ensuing conferences on this 
new idea of gravitation. Though the 
Royal Society had proved the new theory, 
a few of the great men honestly admit- 
ted that they could not grasp the theory 
itself. The press seized upon this item. 
Obviously, these scientists did not ean 
the limited interpretation the press was to 
give. But the public misrepresentation 
aroused a storm of vehement comment. 
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The lay public ridiculed, religious organi- 
zations denounced Einstein for trying to 
destroy God, political parties took up the 
cry pro and con, and scholarly feuds fol- 
lowed. Shades of Copernicus! The inno- 
cent object of this world-wide fuss, the 
mildest, most reverent of men, did not 
attempt the impossible of denial, but 
continued to lecture throughout Europe 
to clarify and instruct those capable of 


understanding pure science which had 
nothing to do with any kind of “ism’ 


religious or otherwise. 
Einstein Dismayed 


3ut on returning to Berlin in 1922, Dr. 
Einstein was dismayed to find that his 
“Relativity” had gotten mixed up in the 
rising tide of Russian (and later the 
Nazi) propaganda machine! Further, his 
company at the German scientific gather- 
ings was now pointedly shunned, Help- 
less and uneasy, he went on a trip to the 
Far East, returning in 1923 via Palestine 
and Spain. In July, he lectured in Scan- 
dinavia. In 1925, he visited South Amer- 
And all the time he was still, official-

ica, 
ly, a member of the 

Meanwhiie, other shining scientific 
names quivered on the upsweep of the 
times: Broglie and Schrodinger, Heisen- 
burg and B Johr and the Americans, Davis- 
son and Germer; each name adding to 
the structure of Relativity and pre-Aqu- 
arian science. By 1929, Einstein’s reputa- 
tion had reached extraordinary heights, 
but the man continued to be attacked by 
uninformed masses in proportion to his 
fame. It was with relief that he accepted 
an invitation to lecture at the California 
Institute of Technology. And thus began 
the several years’ engagements with sum- 
mers spent in Berlin, Betimes, the Insti- 
tute for Advanced Learning at Princeton 
was founded. In 1932, which marked the 
end of the German Republic, the profes- 
sor was consulted about the policies of the 
Institute which eventually resulted in his 
becoming a staff member. 

It is impossible to even summarize the 
many interests and concerns, the expand 
ed scientific works, commitments and ob- 
ligations Albert Einstein now felt him 
self morally responsible for, nor the 
heartbreak involved. He had become a 
world figure and his science had pene- 
trated into varied fields of life, from in- 
fant television to cosmic religion, ‘rom 
international humanitarian welfare and 
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politics to industry, But at last, in 1933, 
the Einsteins set up a new home at 
Princeton, where, in 1936, Elsa Einstein 
died. And the stars continued to groom 


the man for his great role in world 
destiny. 
In 1939, while delving into atomic 


structure, Dr. Einstein was horrified to 
learn from an Italian colleague, Enrico 
Fermi, that atomic fission had been ae- 
complished at—of all places in that dark 
year—the Berlin Academy. Though dis- 
liking to mix in public affairs, Einstein 
realized where duty was. On August 2, 
1939, he addressed President Roosevelt, 
informing him of the facts and the future 
implications which even the scientifically 
informed could then scarcely imagine. 
The world knows the rest of the dram- 
atic story that began with the formation 
of the Manhattan Project and that came 
to a temporary end over Hiroshima. 

In 1941, Albert Einstein became an 
American citizen. In 1945, he retired 
from active professorship at the Institute 
to devote himself to the last great work 
of finding the key that will open the door 
to “one all-embracing theory from which 
all the known phenomena could be de- 
duced.” And although last December 
(1949) the key was announced, this key, 
if it proves valid, but opens the door to 
the mysteries, it does not explain them 
So the work goes on and Dr. Einstein 
continues to live quietly amid his female 
run household consisting of his house- 
keeper, his sister and one of his step- 
daughters. His habits are unchanged by 
the years. Witty, sympathetic, yet aloof, 
he can be seen about Princeton in his 
windbreaker, his baggy trousers and his 
shock of white hair blowing in the breeze. 
On more dressy occasions, he still looks 
like a round-eyed innocent, the violin vir- 
tuoso, even as he did when he took up 
his Chair in 1910 at the venerable univer- 
sity of Prague. 

It was at Prague that he, for academic 
reasons, rejoined the Jewish religious 
community. It was at Prague, where he 
became the intellectual intimate of Moritz 
Winternitz, the renowned scholar and 
professor of Sanscrit. With this man 
Einstein discussed India’s ancient scienti- 
fic-religious treatises and the hidden 
science of the Cabala. Was it perhaps, in 
these occult delvings that he learned the 
first steps of the ancient way toward 
cleaving the world of matter and lifting 
the veil to the cosmos? 
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An Individualist 


At Prague, at any rate, society and aca- 
demic custom was as rigid as that of 
Berlin. And it was at Prague that the 
professor’s manner and appearance first 
caused serious comment and raised eye- 
brows. He, the non-conformist, persisted 
in his endless little jokes, his witty illus- 
trations and his utter unconsciousness of 
personal appearance. He addressed char- 
women and important men in the same 
quiet manner. He still does. He was warm 
and vital in his relations with his stud- 
ents as he was with his personal friends, 
particularly those who shared his love 
for musical evenings and would accom- 
pany his violin. All this is unchanged. 
And yet . and yet then as now, he 
shied clear just when acquaintance was 
to bloom into intimate friendship. And 
this characteristic is essential to his des- 
tiny. He was aware of the necessity when 
he summed up his character without 
apology in 1930: 

“My passionate interest in social jus- 
tice and social responsibility has always 
stood in curious contrast to a marked 
lack of desire for direct association wjth 
men and women. I am a horse for single 
harness, not cut out for tandem or team 
work. I have never belonged wholeheart- 
edly to any country or state, to my circle 
of friends or even to my own family. 
These ties have always been accompanied 
by vague aloofness and the wish to with- 
draw into myself increased with the 
years. Such isolation is sometimes bitter, 
but I do not regret being cut off from 
the understanding and sympathy of other 
men. I lose something by it, to be sure, 
but I am compensated for it in being 
rendered independent to the customs, op- 
inions and prejudices: of others and am 
not tempted to rest my peace of mind up- 
on such shifting foundations.” 

This statement is worth rereading for 
the first impression may shock. It may 
seem to be the utterance of an egotist be- 
cause the import is against all custom, 
sentiment and accepted ideas of social 
niceties. Actually, it is the key to his 
greatness for Albert Einstein is not a 
social figure. He is a vehicle for world 
progress, as his horoscope reveals. 

But first to review the man on his 
human level. The personal life and outer 
activities are found in the houses of a 
chart. Dr. Einstein’s personality is in- 
dicated by the first house, Cancer-rising, 
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and shows him to be a home-loving man, 
taking pleasure in small family affairs, 
though often moody. His Pisces Sun 
placed so near the midheaven presages 
personal fame, But as the Moon is apply 
ing to the square of the Sun from the 
sixth house of work, this fame is not al- 
together compatible to his personal life’s 
work, and has brought him much adverse 
personal criticism of work and behavior. 
As the Moon is also the ruler of the ris- 
ing sign, his home is everywhere his work 
is, both literally and figuratively speak- 
ing. The Moon is sextile 9th house Jup- 
iter, promising adequate reward for his 
labors, indicating the many travels of the 
life, especially sea-voyages to far (9th 
house) lands, India, China, North and 
South America. Above all the Moon-Jup- 
iter aspect and the midheaven Sun, ac- 
count for the extraordinary personal 
publicity he has received for almost fifty 
years. Jupiter in the 9th, of course, de- 
notes his philosophical and humanitarian 
(Aquarius) interests. 

Still on the personal level, we find the 
Moon trine Venus in 10th house Aries, 
showing the lovable personality, the 
warmth and sympathy that is, at times, 
a bit Aries-reckless in its generosity, It 
shows too, his pleasure in the compan- 
ionship of women and the arts from his 
childhood relations with his mother to his 
later musical friends and his present fem- 
inine household at Princeton. 

Mars exalted in Capricorn, in 7th 


house of partners and enemies, indicates 
the constant personal activities with aca- 
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particularly his professorial relations with 
his students; and the cold Capricornian 
fury and jealousy of his earlier collea- 
gues as well as hinting of the strange 
temperament of his first marriage part- 
ner. This Mars also reveals the energy 
and determination behind his alliances 
and undertakings, and trine Pluto in the 
11th house of friends and wishes, denotes 
the financial support of wealthy friends, 
patrons and institutions (Pluto) his work 
has received. 

Mercury in adventurous Aries in the 
10th house denotes his many and daring 
mental activities and a wit that is sobered 
and endowed with real substance by its 
conjunction with Saturn. The’ Einstein 
wit is as famous as it is useful in put- 
ting across difficult problems on the lec- 
ture platform to capsuling some bit of 
erudition so that it is never forgotten. 
Saturn in the 10th house in Aries, gives 
a daring courageous fortitude, a pioneer- 
ing urge and determination in profes- 
sional matters. Together these 10th house 
planets show a mind and interest in ac- 
cord with material accomplishments and 
hard work. 

As humanly interesting and as lovable 
as is the personality of Albert Einstein, 
it is the power and magnitude of his tal- 
ents on an impersonal level that reveal 
the qualities of his vehicle of pre-Aquar- 
ian science, On this higher level, the per- 
sonal house positions give way to the 
greater significances of the signs. Thus 
we find that the Sun in Pisces near the 
midheaven, derioting a potential destiny 
of world service and of mystic import as 
Pisces is the sign of service and mystic- 
ism. And Einstein’s service has come 
about through his. (Sun’s) power to use 
the mystic subleties of numbers—mathe- 
matics—-in which Mercury and Saturn 
conjunct have played so large a part. The 
Cancer rising sign takes on a far broader 
meaning as well, for Cancer like the 
great sea of Life, operates on the sub- 
jective level, manifesting from the un- 
known to the known. 

Mercury in Aries, give the impersonal 
mind added fire. Aries as the sign of 
leadership, of vivid first impetus has tre- 
mendous power. So Mercury in this sign 
acts as that wonderous messenger of the 
gods—the Informing Spirit. Conjunct 


Saturn, this planet reflects perfect accord 
with the wisdom-experience of the ages. 
While Venus also in this sign takes on a 
bold love of new ventures, with a fiery 








impulsion (borrowed from its polar op- 
posite Mars, ruler of Aries) that refuses 
to accept defeat. More, Venus in Aries 
has ever the qualities of the reformer 
and together these Venusian aspects 
strikingly characterize the modus oper- 
endi of Einstein’s work. 

Meanwhile, Mercury and Saturn are 
quincunx to Uranus, the planet of cosmic 
revelation, in the sign of Virgo, enabling 
Uranus to add just that touch of progres. 
sive restlessness which, with discrimina- 
tion, fires the Mercury-Saturn qualities 
and prevents submission to outwom 
modes of thought and stagnation. On 
the high level, Virgo is the sign of the 
pure mind—the cosmic capacity of mind 
and mental vibration. It is also the sign 
of the conventional. And with Uranus 
posited here, we find the mizd _ fifired 
by dynamic Uranus, the planet of the 
unconventional, into new and_ revolu- 
tionary realms of thought. Finally in this 
grouping, we find Mercury-Saturn semi- 
sextile Neptune in Taurus. The higher 
attributes of Taurus are impersonal will, 
inspiration and aspiration. Neptune is the 
planet of intuition, and a semisextile, an 
aspect of quickening and growth. Comb- 
ing all, we find the daring mind and wis- 
dom experience quickened by the aspir- 
ing intuition, accounting for much, 
though not all, of Einstein’s tremendous 
ability for creative thought. 

Neptune is trine Uranus and is a 
major aspect in this higher interpretation 
A trine is something already in a state 
of accomplished reality. This aspect be- 
tween these two planets thus reveals the 
ability of the pre-Aquarian Vehicle to 
combine intuitive perception (Neptune) 
with cosmic revelation (Uranus). More, 
it shows Dr. Einstein’s true place in 
cyclic evolution fot Neptune is the outer 
ruler of Pisces his sun-sign. It "is also 
called the planet of the Past. Uranus is 
the outer ruler of Aquarius and is called 
the planet of the Future. We are still in 
the Piscean age proper, although we are 
being overshadowed by the Aquarian. 
Thus we see how this man is the bridge 
between the two cyclic ages. 

Next we find Mars, exalted in the 
occult sign of Capricorn, the sign of the 
world teacher. And as Mars is sextile the 
Sun, we find that his work is linked with 
his soul’s destiny both as to his teachings 
as his occult leanings in science.

/ am sure it would be interesting 
to many of the followers of Astrolo- 
gy to learn from you through the 
columns of your magazine why tt 1s 
that those who are so hasty to come 
to its defense when its integrity 1s 
questioned or assaulted by non- 
astrologers, are so loath to make pub- 
lic and condemn the unpardonable 
faults which prompt this criticism 
and which emanate from within its 
own ranks. : 

For example, take the article which 
appeared in the October 1948 issue 
of Cosmopolitan Magazine by the 

“world’s foremost astrologer.” In this 
article we have a delineation based 
on a horoscope which is admittedly 
speculative as to the time of birth, 
and the author, apparently consider- 
ing herself secure in her pinnacle of 
fame, proceeds to read the known 
facts of the native’s life into this 
misre presentation. Now it would seem 
that an astrologer held in such ex- 
alted esteem, should have at hand 
the timed birth data of the Governor 
of her own State, particularly when 
he had become the nominee of his 
party for the highest office in the 
land (it was made public as early as 
February 1939 in the issue of Amer- 
ican Astrology of that date) or, lack- 
ing this reference (which ts imex- 
cusable), it would seem that she 
surely must have access to a tele- 
phone whereby she could have in a 
moment's time arrived at the facts of 
the case, for having attained to that 
status for which we all strive, she 
surely must know that a speculative

horoscope is of little or no value for 
precise delineation, and that solar 
horoscope with which the article 
abounds, not only reeks of the dime- 
store and boardwalk, but is of no 
value whatsoever. 

Was there any criticism of this 
article by any astrologer in any of 
its magazines anywhere? I think not, 
and tf there was it certainly escaped 
the notice of this writer, and it is dif- 
ficult to believe that any other publi- 
cation devoted to any other profes- 
sion or science would have remained 
silent had any such affront been 
committed against their name. But 
why the silence? This article as you 
must know was hardly worthy the 
effort of a novice, and the damage it 
could do, and probably has done, is 
all but irreparable. Can it be because, 
as many believe, that those in the 
“imner circle” can do no wrong? I 
trust not, but kindly read on. 

The following is an excerpt from 
Walter Winchell’s column which ap- 
peared in the September 16th issue 
of a local paper. 

“One of the astrology mags fea- 
tured Cary Grant on its cover and 
did an exhaustive analysis of his 
life, showing it has turned out that 
way because he was born in 1909. 
... The piece had a neat hunk of 
astrological charting showing how 
it all happened and why. .. . The 
only thing wrong with it is that 
Cary was born in 1904.” 

Ye Gods! 

Will there be any criticism of this 
article or its author in any of the 
other magazines? You can bet your 
rock bottom dollar there will not, but 
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so much as let Wiggam, Hill, or 
Shapely justifiably say thai Astrology 
is sheer buncombe (and no one cer- 
tainly can deny it by these two atroct- 
ties) and every editor in the country 
will be up to his neck in pages of in- 
dignation. I haven’t been able to ob- 
tain the magazine Winchell refers to, 
but I’ll stake all that I own that it 
was the product of one of the 
“names” in Astrology, in other 
word, one whose flair for litera- 
ture far exceeds their knowledge of 
the subject, and whose sole claim to 
recognition rests on the fact that 
sometime or other they have pirated 
and rehashed some older work and 
have been fortunate enough to have 
had it published under their own 
name. 

Assuredly, this protective silence 
(or is it complacency?) will do little 
to further the cause of Astrology, 
and I hope you may find the time, 
and the space, in some forthcoming 
issue of your magazine to explain 
why such offenses continue to go un- 
answered.

CINI 


Boston, Mass. 

Guglielmo Cini, now recognized by 
many as “America’s foremost crafts- 
man in precious metals,” fulfilled a 
lifelong ambition when he translated 
his own impressions of the signs of 
the Zodiac into sterling silver and 
solid gold jewelry about four years 
ago. 

Born in Florence, Italy, at mid- 
night, February 2-3, 1903, he grew 
up in an atmosphere of art and 
craftsmanship and absorbed the 
fundamentals of jewelry-making by 
the time he became twelve years of 
age. When he was fifteen years old, 
he was commissioned to model, from 
solid gold, a jewel-studded halo for 
a cathedral saint and from that, he 
attained a reputation which brought 
him additional commissions from 
many people of the theatre and of 
society throughout Europe, to create 
unusual jewelry. 

He first became interested in Zo- 
diac motifs when viewing the excit- 
ing murals of the Vatican on a visit 
to Rome. He knew nothing of Astrol- 
ogy but he was fascinated by the ar- 





tistry and the symbolic designs and 
this fascination remained ever with 
him. For years he contemplated his 
own interpretation of the traditional 
symbols, to be executed in jewelry. 
However, he delayed putting his ideas 
into effect in silver and gold for a 
number of reasons, not the least of 
which was the chore he had set for 
himself, the infinite details of sketch- 
ing his personal interpretation in 
beautiful and balanced design and 
then transferring them, through pains- 
taking craftsmanship, to precious 
metal. 

At the age of 17, in 1920, he ac- 
companied his mother to America on 
what was intended to be a short visit. 
It was nine years before he returned 
to visit the country in which he was 
born and he has made several trips 
to Italy and other European countries 
since that time. 

Shortly after his first arrival in 
America, he wheedled a special jew- 
elry order from an Italian importer 
and borrowed $5.00 from a friend to 
undertake that “project.” He had no 
knowledge of English but soon 
learned that $5.00 wouldn’t buy much 
gold so he bought silver and thus 
started as a specialist in silver. In 
the nine years before his first return 
to Italy, for a visit, he had become 
an “American Businessman” with a 
studio in Boston and had gained 
somewhat of a reputation as an artist 
and craftsman. 

While Mr. Cini was by no means 
the first jeweler to use Zodiac sym- 
bols, it is reasonably safe to say that 
he is currently the most successful. 

In late 1945, he made three initial 
Zodiac designs in sterling silver, 
sketched a few more and displayed 
the results for the first time to cus- 
tomers at a gift show in Chicago in 
February of 1946. The response was 
amazing, even to him, and the items 
brought an astonishing interest in 
them by some of the top merchan- 
disers in the nation. The result was 
instant acceptance by buyers .and in- 
dividuals as well as by national fash- 
ion magazines. 

The “Welcome Travelers” show, 
then on CBS in Chicago, requested 
permission to use Cimi Zodiac jew- 
elry as personalised gifts to stage and 
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movie celebrities who appeared on the 

show. Permission was granted and 
the jewelry was, and still is, awarded 
to winners. This show is now on the 
NBC network and has a Hooper-rat- 
ing to date comparable to the top 
broadcasts. 

[t has been interesting to note the 
accelerated interest in the Zodtac 
items since the early national pub- 
licity of Cini’s interpretations. He has 
been approached by manufacturers of 
all kinds for permission to reproduce 
his designs for various types of pro- 
motion and, naturally, he has stead- 
fastly refused because he has a spe- 
cial fondness for those designs. 

Currently, he continues to maintain 
an enviable record for special crafts- 
manship such as the creation of the 
gold, platinum and diamond minia- 
tures for Colleen Moore’s famous 
jeweled doll house. As a result of the 
latter, he was mentioned in the fa- 
mous textbook called “Miniatures.” 

He has made for himself, in gold, 
his own Aquarius tie-clip, cuff-links 
and money clip and when asked by 
cynics or skeptics tf it is true that, 
like the amulet of gold, the wearing 
of one’s own birth sign brings the 
wearer good luck, his reply is always 
the same: 

“I qwouldn’t be able to say—for 
you—but it is my considered opinion 
that it certainly has brought me good 
luck.”

I want to congratulate you in the 
recent change of cover design. The 
use of SIGNS only in locating the 
planets borders on simplicity. The 
employment of HOUSES implies 
wo methods of doing the same thing. 

The purpose of signs is to give to 
astrologers the positions of the Sun, 
Planets and Moon on any specific 
date as recorded in Raphael’s or other 
similar tables. 

The writer as you well know from 
former discussions employs only 
Heliocentric astrology methods be- 
cause of greater speed in charting. 
Heliocentric methods reduces a day's 
work to about one hour and is equally 
accurate in results. 

Students who are studying both 
methods should beware of Hiram E. 
Butler’s system which is not pure 
Heliocentric astrology. The Butler 
system ts a half and half between 
geocentric and heliocentric and re- 
sults in confusion. 

Heliocentric astrologers draw their 
charts direct from astronomy and do 
not require Raphael's tables. The 
chief advantage ts that a chart can be 
drawn accurately for any date in his- 
tory, past, present or future. The dis- 
advantages are very evident; the as- 
trologer must be a technical master of 
astronomy.

cally emphasize our debt to Paul Councel

So, be it known to all that the 
loth Degree of Aquarius over Wash- 
ington is that arrived at by the time- 
space correlation with the Great Pyramid 
established by my good friend, Paul 
Councel, a man with whom I have for 
years enjoyed a most unique comradeship, 
a comradeship that is unique in the fact 
that at our first meeting 17 years ago his 
greeting was a threat to sue me (serious- 
ly). Yet, there has persisted through the 
years a close and understanding friendship 
based upon mutual respect each for the 
integrity of the other. At times this 1s 
equalled only by the contempt of each for 
the opinion of the other.

PROGRESSIONS 

Johannesburg, S. Africa. 

May I be permitted to comment briefly 
on certain statements in the article in your 
November issue, entitled Character and 
Progressions, by Berenice Stockland, 
whose writings in your magazine I have 
often read with interest ? 

After stating in the said article, “No 
one can deny that from the moment of 
birth onward, we are faced with change or 
growth, whether that change be good or 
bad, constructive or destructive; and that 
the progressed planets are the method by 
which you may chart the growth or 
change, down through the year,’”’ which is 
perfectly true. The writer goes on to say 
as follows: “It is not correct, in these 
days of progressive and psychological As- 
trology, to make up a natal chart and say 
this person is so and so, when that is what 
he was when he started, many years pre- 
vious .. . he certainly is not the same per- 
son that he was before the experiences 
gained that are signified by the progress- 
ing planets.” 

It is with this last statement that I must 
beg to disagree 
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The writer speaks later of problem chil- 
dren. Speaking as one who has cast many 
charts of children who are more or less 
problems at various stages of their exist- 
ence, I have always taken the natal chart 
as the key to the fundamental nature of 
that ego, which will persist as a basic in- 
fluence or tendency all through the life, 
although modified strongly, though often 
temporarily, by the progression of the 
various planets, Ascendant or M. C. 
through the signs, or by the transits. 

The oak tree will differ greatly from 
the sapling of its early years, it will grow 
and put forth branches, twigs and leaves, 
flowers or acorns; it will assume a beau- 
tiful shape and thus fulfil its destiny, or 
it may be twisted and gnarled by storms, 
struck by lightning and bereft of life, but 
through all changes it was remain an oak 
tree and will react to circumstances in 
conformity with the nature of an oak and 
not of any other tree. 


So with the human being. When ap- 
proached by parent or guardian about a 
difficult child (or one who is not yet so!) 
I look at the natal chart, with due regard 
to M. E. Jones’s method of determining 
its type, and then at the progressions and 
transits. Then I say, for instance, that a 
child is born under Leo (Sun or Ascend- 
ant) and is a “splash” type, therefore he 
always wants to be in the limelight, to 
create an impression, to be applauded and 
most of all to be loved, for Leo must have 
affection, and he will have many different 
interests and dislike being tied down to 
one thing. He will be difficult just now, 
and not only to you but to himself, be- 
cause his Ascendant or Sun has passed 
into Virgo, the sign of service, hard work 
and sometimes of indifferent health, and 
has experienced the transit of Saturn, 
which may not be exact but will exert an 
influence all the same. He is being forced 
by circumstances to take a back seat, to 
concentrate instead of scattering his en- 
ergies, to work hard and to obey orders 
instead of issuing them (which Leo loved 
to do!) also to do ‘everything with thor- 
oughness and punctuality. He feels frus- 
trated and he kicks against it, the yoke 
hurts him, so he revels inwardly if not 
outwardly (sometimes both) and this all 
causes him to be difficult and unlike his 
usual sunny self. All the same remember 
that he is suffering quite as much or more 
than you are, through all this incompata- 
bility, that you can never drive him but 
can always lead and help him through 








love and undertanding. This will help you 
both through many tight corners, but to 
get back to‘the main point, you will find 
that he will meet his troubles, all through 
life, in the spirit of his natal Leo, whether 
constructively or destructively. 

He will never “say die” but will rise 
to the occasion and overcome himself and 
his destiny. On the other hand, he may 
yield to self-indulgence, selfish disregard 
for the feelings of others. 

The point is, however, that the funda- 
mental characteristics of the natal chart 
will persist through this particular incar- 
nation, although modified by the progres- 
sions and transits. 

Thus “Once a Leo, always a Leo;” 
and the underlying tendencies of the 
sign and type should be explained to 
the enquirer as providing the explana- 
tion why more temporary conditions 
which are ever changing, should. cast 
shade or sunshine upon the scene as time 
passes. What is painful to one tempera- 
ment is pure joy to another, so that each 
individual case must be studied, always 
with reference to the basis found in the 
birth chart and this is how periods of 
apparent success or failure, ease or dif- 
ficulty, joy or sorrow can be explained 
to the parent or native (when adult) by 
the astrologer, in a, way which should 
cause a “light to shine in the darkness.” 

To anyone with a belief in reincarna- 
tion it is plain that, as Berenice Stock- 
land says, we grow and change by means 
of the progressions and transits that bring 
us the opportunity, but we never, surely, 
depart entirely from the basic pattern of 
our life. We do not, in other words, “be- 
come another person” however different 
we may seem at various times, due to the 
passing influence of planet or sign.

The Relation of Planets to Angles 


Ove Sunday afternoon I tuned the 
radio to the New York Philharmonic’s 
playing of Debussy’s Afternoon of a 
Faun. I only half listened, as I was read- 
ing. Suddenly the music was over. I found 
myself completely relaxed in the chair, 
eyes closed, book on the floor. 1 had 
no memory of where I had been, nor any 
recollection of when the transitition from 
aware listening to unaware submergence 
in the music took place. 

‘That was a Neptunian experience. 

Neptune dissolves barriers. It dissolves 
the barriers between individuals as sure- 
ly as it dissolved the barriers between my 
conscious and unconscious listening. Nep- 
tune is formless, its movements imper- 
ceptible, yet it moves with undeviating 
power, Nothing affects it, but it affects 
everything, Any part of the chart which 
Neptune transits undergoes slow, subtle 
changes, the form of which may never 
be apparent on the surface, but which 
nevertheless are as real as if structurally 
visible. It is the planet of emotion, but 
emotion on a higher level, for Neptune 
is the higher octave of Venus. When the 
individual deliberately attempts to pursue 
the way of Neptune, he is chasing shad- 
ows. The things of Neptune are of the 
spirit. That is why’ Neptune is connected 
with every form of self-indulgence, which 
often arises from seeking the unattain- 
able in realms’ of feeling and experience 
which cannot be measured in concrete 
terms, 

When people try to live in realms of 
exaltation, Neptune is the force behind it. 
3ut exaltation is a result and not an ac- 
tivity. The delusions, confusions, and 
self-destructive potential of Neptune de- 
rive from activities pursued to bring emo- 
tional satisfaction or escape from self. 
Self-forgetfulness arises from forget- 
ing self, not from seeking concrete media

as a means. That is why drugs, drink, 
perversion and actual mental deviations 
such as hallucinations, fixed ideas, and 
amnesia are definitely Neptunian in char- 
acter. The individual loses his identity— 
whether through befuddling his brain, en- 
slavement to a person, habit, or idea, or 
through actual loss of memory, does not 
matter. Neptune dissolves identity. 

Neptune rules the ocean, the vastness 
of which we know only symbolically. Who 
can see the ocean’s depth or width? Who 
can say how it will act, where it will be 
calm, where it will be turbulent? A geo- 
detic survey tells what is measurable 
through mathematical formulae, but they 
again are symbols and have little real 
meaning except to the mariner. We only 
know that the ocean is huge, that its sur- 
face boils or is calm with a calmness that 
tells nothing of what the next moment 
may bring. It moves unceasingly ; it is 
unknowable. It is strangely inspiring and 
strangely depressing. No one who views 
it and allows his imagination to wander 
can help but feel his smallness. We know 
its terrors and its beauty but we do not 
know it, for it has no form. In its cor- 
respondence to the ocean’s unknowable 
characteristics, Neptune stands for the 
highest inspiration, the loftiest self-ex- 
pression, the most utter self-abnegation, 
and the greatest degradation. 


Considering that Neptune seldom works 
constructively in realms of purely per- 
sonal satisfaction, its influence in love, 
characteristically subtle, often brings prob- 
lems. Since Neptune is the higher octave 
of Venus, when related to Venus in the 
chart, it emphasizes everything that is 
Neptunian, heightening both inspiration 
and danger. It is an excellent contact for 
music, lends an indefinable charm of 
other-worldliness, but in the matters which 
the planets govern in the chart, there is 
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distinct vulnerability—dangerous softness. 
It brings strange romantic, glamorous, 
and elusive experiences that have the veil 
of unreality. The things of Neptune can- 
not be held, hence Neptunian love is 
seldom expressed in ways that we normal- 
ly understand as love. 

Neptune’s true expression is in love 
for humanity where all are one. The 
musician and the agtist who work in 
forms that are understandable to every- 
one, work in true Neptunian fashion. 
Their medium has universal meaning. 
Music, ruled by Neptune, has the power 
to dissolve inner tension and makes the 
nature more harmonious or “more in 
one.” Great works of art stimulate the 
imagination and raise the perception to 
levels above self. Similarly, the philan- 
thropist, social worker, occultist or meta- 
physician all seek ways of making hu- 
manity more aware of itself so that it 
may function better within the universal 
pattern. Neptune rules hypnotism and all 
forms of masquerade, as the theatre. This 
stems from Neptune’s illusionary influ- 
ence which makes things seem what they 
are not. Unreal, Neptune yet rules the 
greatest reality, the eventual and irrevoc- 
able dissolution of everything to one, the 
source of its beginning. 


Neptune At The Angles 


With Neptune at the first angle and 
its adjacent houses dominated by Mars, 
the individual constantly rushes out and 
too frequently finds that he is dealing 
with shadows. He often feels that what 
he reaches for dissolves in his hands. 
He becomes submerged in a sense of fail- 
ure and builds up an inferiority complex, 
because he begins to think that no mat- 
ter what he does, nothing seems to turn 
out well. He learns that he can’t depend 
on money, for it slips away as fast as 
it comes in. What he takes for granted 
eludes him. Then, at the moment he gives 
up all hope, things come his way. He 
often drowns in the sea of his own feel- 
ings, does not know what he thinks or 
feels, except that life is too much for 
him. Neptune rising is often the signa- 
ture of one who must take for granted 
that he cannot be self-seeking. What he 
does must be for the ultimate good of 
all, for he cannot live for himself alone. 
When he does, he has an overwhelming 
loneliness, can hold on to nothing, or 
thinks that he can’t. This signature fre- 
quently distorts. the personality.

Hence those with Neptune in the 12th, 
Ist, or 2nd houses, and/or Pisces, Aries, 
or Taurus should be made to realize that 
they must live in terms of considerable 
self-abnegation. Activity at this angle 
springs from Aries, which rules begin- 
nings. Thus the reach-out to life, or 
personality expression, may seem queer 
or deviating. Care should be exercised 
in sorting the sheep from the goats in 
personal relations, for the Neptunian ray 
invariably attracts other Neptunians. 
Life’s values can never be measured in 
concrete terms, and finances are often 
tinged with the feelings of uncertainty. 
Yet the same position can bring phenome- 
nal luck in money through the most fan- 
tastic circumstances. Happenstance seems 
to be largely influential in money affairs, 
Motivations should be above “what's in 
it for me first.” 

With Neptune at the fourth angle and 
its adjacent houses, the base of life some- 
times seems as uncertain as the fluctua- 
tions of the sea. This area is dominated 
by the Moon and considered foundational, 
the source of security and growth. Yet 
the very word foundation, as something 
concrete, and Neptune are antithetical. 
Neptune’s foundations are in the soul. 
The individual often is connected to un- 
fortunate, poor, chronically ill, or peculiar 
people at home, who are a subtle drain. 
He builds and builds, striving for some- 
thing concrete above or beneath him, 
and is always conscious of his need for 
a home of his own. His environment may 
be completely chaotic, pervaded with a 
subtle restlessness that not only wearies 
him, but actually confuses his mind. As 
a surcease from restlessness and uncer- 
tainty he may spend too much on pleasure 
and undo himself in peculiar love situa- 
tions, or strange perversions of self-ex- 
pression. 

Hence, those with Neptune in the 3rd, 
4th or 5th houses and/or Gemini, Cancer, 
or Leo should be made aware of the nec- 
essity not to think of a base in terms 
of concrete reality. Neptune’s influence 
flourishes superbly in subtle awareness of 
undercurrents, and in ability to translate 
personal ideas into universal meaning. 
These people sometimes have a subtle 
knack of knowing what goes on in other 
peoples’ minds and can speak for them. 
Development of spiritual strength is an 
absolute necessity, otherwise he develops 
a trend to lose identity in the home, or 
thyough home associations, to feel that he 
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is nothing, dissolved .or suspended in a 
world of no reality which will send him 
into periodic moods of despair and self- 
doubt. He is prone to be, or feel that he 
is, a slave to those in his home and should 
be exceedingly wary of how he involves 
himself in home obligations. At this angle 
dominated by Cancer, the holding power 
of the home and home conditions is 
enormous, and the individual may never 
get free. He must use his insight to de- 
termine what is just and deliberately shut 
out what doesn’t belong to him, while he 
cultivates compassion for those whom he 
must help. Neptune lends depth of soul 
which brings universal significance to the 
personal expression. Love, then, often 
may be for an ideal or a cause more than 
for self-gratification. Neptune at this 
angle always demands unselfishness. 


Neptunian Relationships 


With Neptune at the 7th angle and its 
adjacent houses the individyal tries to 
draw others into himself in ways of which 
he is not usually conscious. He often 
wonders why his relationships with others 
become distorted, and from causes which 
he cannot fathom. He finds himself moved 
into bizarre situations that have baffling 
under-currents which he feels he never 
sought and does not deserve. He some- 
times feels completely isolated from the 
world, or drawn in where his identity 
does not count. This is true whether in 
his daily work, his partnership, or his 
situations of cooperative or inter-depend- 
ent resources. The Neptunian influence 
which dissolves, finds a difficult place in 
the 7th house where people are connected, 
hence it frequently makes for peculiarly 
selfish partnerships where the individual 
wants to dissolve everyone’s identity, or 
where he feels that everyone wants to 
make nothing of him. That is why Nep- 
tune in the 7th makes such difficulties in 
marriage and all 7th house partnerships. 
Its influence is universal, never personal 
—yet how can marriage be anything but 
personal ? 

Hence, those with Neptune in the 6th, 
7th, or 8th houses and/or Virgo, Libra, 
or Scorpio must deliberately cultivate 
awareness of the cosmic nature of every 
phase of their human relationship. In 
this area, whose activity springs from 
Libra, the sign of “others” or the world, 
the tricky Neptunian rays may tempt the 
individual to think that what he does is 








hides—even from himself—that his real 
purpose is the exploitation of everyone 
for the good of himself alone. He ex- 
pects too much of others and curiously, 
leads others to expect too much of him, 
When he finds life increasingly baffling, 
finds his human relationships constantly 
washed away, finds continual puzzling 
situations in his work, and that the people 
and the resources he counts on continual- 
ly thin out, he can be sure he is living 
on the negative side of Neptune. He 
really doesn’t understand what constitutes 
a fair division of labor. Neptune at this 
angle requires a continual stepping back 
to let the other fellow have what he wants. 
When he casts his bread upon the waters, 
the luck and fortuitous support of others 
comes when he needs them most. 

With Neptune at the 10th angle and 
its adjacent houses the individual belongs 
to the world. At this angle, dominated by 
Saturn, all his public aspirations, philoso 
phies, his prestige, reputation and place in 
the group are naturally dedicated to im- 
personal service. Since Neptune dissolves 
the personality completely in the work 
offered, those with Neptune here often 
do. public work anonymously. It often 
corresponds to a change of name, or a 
dual life where the individual represents 
one thing to the public, and is quite an 
other in private life. Neptune at this 
angle may bring strange notoriety or 
subtle defamation. The individual may 
be unjustly attacked for a reason that 
seems to be made up out of nothing and 
yet blooms into a strange growth. He 
may frequently be looked upon as queer, 
considered anti-social, not like others, 
and therefore attacked. 

Hence those with Neptune on the 9th, 
10th, or 11th house, and/or Sagittarius, 
Capricorn or Aquarius must be made 
aware that their aspirations should spring 
from a philosophy which, at base, is 
universal. Since the activities of this 
area spring from Capricorn, the sign of 
the humble public servant, what the in- 
dividual professes must be of value to 
the group, for this is the only way in 
which he can maintain his reputation 
He must see the oneness of all life; what- 
ever he does must be part of the whole, 
whose ultimate purpose is for the whole; 
he simply cannot succeed when he seeks 
for himself alone. This position often 


stands for a person of great spiritual en- 
lightenment who instinctively wants to 
serve everyone.

Securely set in aspects favorable, 
' I dream along the way to sure disaster. 


Here. first, we must seek to resolve 
the seeming paradox presented by the 
title. 

To all who share in the common char- 
acteristics of courage and durability 
which we believe to be so soundly inher- 
ent in the American tradition of living, 
the Challenge of the Unfavorable seems 
almost self-evident. But the Challenge of 
the Favorable—what sort of fallacy is 
this?—and still more fantastic would 
seem our thesis that, while the challenge 
is less direct, more subtle, it is, neverthe- 
less, even more important, astrologically 
speaking—a problem of first magnitude. 

And the reason for this is that the 
so-called malefic aspects provide, in the 
nature of things, their own stimulus. In 
the case of the good aspects, on the other 
hand, the stimulus must be provided by 
the native, if the harvest of benefit is to 
be gathered and stored. The “good” as- 
pects are not self-winding or self-pro- 
pelled. They are there — positive condi- 
tions, delicate and powerful tools, if you 
will, of which the wise and skillful may 
avail themselves to high advantage and 
satisfaction. 

One of the most usual comments we 
hear, is “the bad aspects always work in 
my chart, but nothing good seems to 
happen under good aspects.” To some 
degree this is certainly true. Why? Be- 
cause there is far more dynamic energy in 
the so-called bad aspects — tho actually 
there is no such thing as a bad aspect. 

The sextile and trine are the aspects 
most likely to be wasted, because, human 
nature being what it is, inertia is prob- 
ably the greatest curse of humanity. If

we get enough to be fairly comfortable 
we are likely to drift, yet it is under the 
sextile and trine that we should make our 
greatest effort, because this is where and 
how we will get the greatest degree of 
cooperation and results. The trine can 
give us vision, the ideas and understand- 
ing necessary for any achievement or 
goal, present us with opportunities. How 
many of us recognize an opportunity 
when it is before us, or DO anything 
about it, or take advantage of it when we 
are aware of it. The creativeness and in- 
spiration in the trine is to be used in the 
building of foundations under the square 
aspect. 

_ As related to the houses, the trine is a 
first and fifth house or a first and ninth 
house relationship (all aspects are taken 
from a relationship to the first house), 
therefore some form of self expression 
should be cultivated. If it is not used in 
the professional life, then it should be 
as a hobby. The fifth house trine is also 
related to the waxing phase of the Moon, 
so it is more indicative of grewth in per- 
sonal development. The ninth house trine 
is more one of understanding, broaden- 
ing one’s vision~in working with other 
people, even internationally (travel is sup- 
posed to be broadening, educational). Be- 
ing related to the waning phase of the 
Moon, it indicates that ones knowledge 
and understanding should be used for 
the benefit of the many, in broad, human- 
itarian developments. (These interpreta- 
tions are valid regardless of the houses 
from which the planets form the trine in 
the birth-hour chart.) 
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The Grand Trine 


A grand trine (when three planets are 
in trine to each other from different signs) 
has been considered favorable by some as- 
trologers and unfavorable by others. If 
it is very exact by degree and in signs 
of the same element then there can be 
almost complete inertia—a closed circuit 
sort of thing. If it is out of element, or 
wide by degree it is more likely to be 
used. But if one of the planets in it is 
also part of a square aspect or even 
better, one leg of a T cross as well as 
part of the grand trine, then all the con- 
structive elements in it can be released 
and used. You will have to work, of 
course, but almost any goal can be ach- 
ieved. The planet linking the two sets of 
aspects is the key; study it most carefully 
by sign, house, etc. 

In the sextile we have practical plan- 
ning ability, the ability to USE all the 
knowledge, skills and tools at our dis- 
posal, and can count on assistance from 
others, from unexpected sources even. 

As related to the houses, it is a first 
and third or eleventh house relationship. 
The third house sextile indicates the abil- 
ity to use whatever is at hand, in any 
conditions you may find yourself. There 
should be executive ability in any sextile. 
In the eleventh house sextile there is the 
ability to achieve one’s hopes, wishes and 
goals—quite possibly with the assistance 
of influential friends. It,, like the ninth 
house trine, is related to a waning or 
culminating phase of the Moon, there- 
fore should or at least can be broader 
in scope, and can mean the organizing of 
very large projects. 

The multiple sextile or complete hex- 
agonal pattern which is quite rare, gives 
great practical ability for productive ac- 
complishment. In any multiple sextile 
pattern one or more of the planets is al- 
most sure to be part of another aspect, 
and it is the combination, linking of as- 
pects which gives most power and 
strength in a chart. Even the linking of 
a sextile and trine, that is two sextiles 
forming a trine, contains far more 
strength and force in it than either sep- 
arately—creative vision used practically. 
But as we said previously, the poten- 
tials indicated in the sextile and trine 
must be consciously used. Just drifting 
thru life, following the line of least re- 
sistance, they will bring you just enough 
to keep you nice and lazy. YOU have to 


DO something with them. YOU have to 
USE THEM. “Unless astrology is put 
to use as a revealer of vital signific- 
ances . . . as a technique of personal 
integration . . . it remains a merely in- 
tellectual speculation.” (Dane Rudhyar, 
Astrology of Personality. p. 499.) 

Before interpreting individual aspects 
it is most important to see the pattern 
as a whole, the focal determinators 
(Marc Edmund Jones). The interrela- 
tionship of aspects is far more important 
than any separate aspects. Of course the 
individual aspects are studied for the 
purpose of understanding all the major 
and minor characteristics we have to use 
in working out the pattern as a whole. 
The more related the whole pattern is the 
more dynamic it will be, and the greater 
the results achieved in the life; also the 
greater the possibility of becoming an 
integrated personality. 

Another fine point in interpreting as- 
pects is to note which planet is applying 
in the aspect, for example—Venus 10° 
Gemini, Mars,12° Aries, Venus is apply- 
ing, and this is also a waxing phase as- 
pect, a first and third house relation- 
ship. Venus, the faster moving planet, 
has left the conjunction of Mars but has 
not yet reached the opposition. Venus 12° 
Gemini, Mars 10° Aries is still a waxing 
phase aspect but Mars is the applying 
planet. Venus 10° Aquarius, Mars 10° 
Aries, Venus is applying again but it is 
a waning phase aspect, or a first and 
eleventh house reltaionship, Next, is the 
applying planet a positive or receptive 
one? If a positive planet, the emphasis 
will be on the initiative involved, the ac- 
tual doing of the thing; if it is applying 
to a receptive planet, study that planet 
very carefully to know just what results 
or satisfactions you are really after. If 
the applying planet is a receptive one, the 
results are the major purpose of the ac- 
tivity in the aspect. So naturally if both 
planets are positive ones, the doing is the 
important thing. If both are receptive, 
the results are the more important. 

Also the departments of life related 
and emphasized by the aspects can be as- 
certained by noting the departmental 
pairs. Their relationship or unrelatedness 
can give us-considerable and valuable in- 
formation. They are, according to Marc 
Edmund Jones: Sun and Moon, the very 
basis of life, emotions; Mars and Venus, 
circumstances of our everyday affairs, 
emotions (both these pairs are studied 
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for our emotional drives) ; Jupiter and 
Saturn, soul or psychological values ; 
Uranus and Neptune, society, our rela- 
tionship to society as a whole. Mercury 
is linked with Mars and Venus, Plato 
with Uranus and Neptune. To some de- 
gree Mercury is linked with all the 
planets, the go-between, the Messenger 
of the Gods. And perhaps Pluto is also, 
in the sense of linking people in the broad 
ideologies of our time. 

At the Foundation we have learned 
that it is not too difficult to teach the 
principles of astrology, tho we do have 
to keep stressing that the student remem- 
ber what he is using, the very clear «is- 
tinction between _ planets, and 
houses; planets are activity, signs are 
function, houses are circumstances, or 
what, how, where, the aspects are the pat- 
tern of behavior. But to teach the syn- 
thesis of the chart as a whole is extra- 
ordinarily difficult. Astrology is an ART. 
That is why the ability to see the chart 
as a whole first, to be able to get some 
meaning from the pattern a$ a whole, is 
of such enormous value. There is no 
doubt in our mind that Mare Edmund 
Jones will go down in history as having 
made a tremendous contribution to the 
modern development of astrology, if it 
were only for this thesis alone.

Astrology's Real Use 

The real use of astrology is to help you 
to know, to understand yourself. Your 
astrological map is the blue print of what 
you are potentially, so learn to build it 
in actuality—BE IT. Or rather become 
it and continue to become it more and 
more all your life; there is no comple- 
tion or end to the becoming or growth or 
degree of consciousness possible for an 
individual. It’s difficult ? Of course—so is 
learning to play an expert game of golf, 
to play a concerto, or do anything really 
well—but what enjoyment and satisfac- 
tion when we do. Self development, learn- 
ing the art of living can give the great- 
est satisfaction of all, return the largest 
dividends. 

Also it should be said here that the 
transits are an extraordinary timing de- 
vice in any given period of life. They 
will indicate the time to prepare or the 
time to initiate action; give you a knowl- 
edge of the circumstantial pattern you are 
likely to find yourself. in; whether you 
have a red or green light. Which depart- 








ments of the life will be emphasized and 
how. So that combined with a knowledge 
of the natal pattern you can determine 


your attitude toward any problem or op- 


portunity and handle it so as to gain the 
most from it, make the most progress. 
Problems or opportunities are only rela- 
tively important, it is our attitude toward 
them that is of the utmost importance, 
And what we learn from them. 

Too many people have the stupidly mis- 
taken idea—all they have to do is to go 
to an astrologer to be told ‘what is going 
to happen’ and then they are relieved of 
all responsibility—they don’t have to do 
anything. 

When we learn that what happens to- 
morrow or anytime in the future, will be 
the result of what we ARE, we will have 
made some real progress. And I don’t 
think there is much doubt that WE have 
to make ourselves what we want to be, 
so if we are what we want to be, then 
the future will be what we want it to be. 

What we are trying to do at the Foun- 
dation is to help the student to learn 
HOW to think rather than WHAT to 
think; we can teach the alphabet or basic 
principles of many techniques, but the 
combinations are infinite, just as the 
scope and yariations of individuals are 
infinite and limitless. 

As we understand it, one of the basic 
tenets of the FOUNDATION FOR IN- 
TEGRATED EDUCATION is that the 
task of first importance is not so much 
teaching people what to think, as it is 
teaching them how to think, and most im- 
portant of all how to apply their prin- 
ciples and knowledge in every day living.

Since 1942, change and yet more 
change has been the total picture for 
many Geminians. At that time you had 
both Saturn and Uranus conjunct your 
Sun, strong indications of major respon- 
sibilities and major shifts of circum- 
stances. Some of these may have seemed 
even fatalistic, because so unpredictable, 
unforeseen, and surprising. Uranus left 
Gemini in 1949, Saturn, now in Virgo, is 
square its own place relative to the cycle 
that began in 1942, as well as square your 
Sun. This is the 4th house square, the 
first important change or new angle of 
direction to the events, responsibilities, 
new relationships and new experiences 
that were instigated seven years ago. 
They have been building to the point 
where they now assume other forms and 
perhaps require adjustment, revaluation, 
and new departures. 


The Saturn Cycle 

The 4th house relates to everything that 
is foundational in life. Its most frequent 
connotation is that of home, parents, race 
memories and family patterns—in a word, 
roots. Saturn’s transit of the 4th house 
poses problems of security. While ma- 
terial security may be uppermost, you 
aiso become more aware of the spiritual 
as well as the realistic factors of what 
security means. If your only concern is 
with your physical necessities, the main- 
tenance of a home, and your obligations 
to those in the home, again on the ma-

terial level, you will miss the deepest 
meaning of Saturn in the 4th. This is the 
strengthening of those subjective sources 
which make you your own man. This is 
the point where you build foundations of 
the strongest type, that inner buttressing 
of self that stays with you on the climb 
up from the 4th house, or your life’s 
foundations. 


This does not mean that the responsi- 
bilities of Saturn in the 4th in material 
and physical terms are not real. Indeed, 
they are not only real, but can often be 
heavy burdens. Much depends on what 
has gone before and where you are go- 
ing from here. What do you want? 
What do roots mean to you? Saturn in 
the 4th frequently brings the problems of 
elders. This may be the time when you 
are elected to take care of a parent, 
whether or not you so wish, or can even 
physically do so. Be sure that it is just, 
because obligations taken on now will 
probably last another seven years. Some- 
times this position measures to the start- 
ing of a home of your own for the first 
time, with all of its concomitant responsi- 
bilities and obligations. Again, it may 
measure to freedom from obligation if 
up until this moment you have been 
carrying a heavy load and have earned re- 
lease. Whatever it means in any particular 
case, it is sure to measure to a change, 
since Saturn makes the square or friction- 
aspect to your Sun. 








WHAT TO DO 


Try to settle home affairs on fair bases between now and Christmas. 
Capitalize on excellent money-making opportunities, particularly July, 1950 and Janu’ 


ary, 1951. 
Try new mtehods, new slants; don’t be afraid to pioneer. 
Keep cash reserves regardless of how wonderful things look. ; 
Cultivate unselfish attitudes in love, affairs of children, and recreational urges. 
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Should you find that you are feeling un- 
duly sorry for yourself, better look cir- 
cumstances “squarely” in the eye. If you 
are doing more than you should be do- 
ing, perhaps you can arrange things other- 
wise, unless you’re enjoying being a 
martyr and pitying yourself at the same 
time, for the two often go together. If 
those in your environment are imposing 
upon you, don’t hoard resentment but try 
to find some fair division of responsibility. 
For your own sake, try to sidestep re- 
sentments in necessary obligations, fear 
for your security, and suspicious atti- 
tudes that all build to bad relationships 
in life’s very foundations, Rather take 
what must be done in your stride, with 
the thought that this is the beginning of 
a new cycle where roots now set down, 
will stay by you for the long pull. Some- 
times this whole aspect measures to the 
end of school days and the start of new 
responsibilities for yourself which re- 
quire courage, stamina and a long view. 
Geminians born June 2nd to 5th may feel 
the impact of Saturn square the Sun 
strongly, particularly at the end of May 
through June when Saturn is direct in 
motion in 12° Virgo. This could be a 
final break, or a new start for many. 

Saturn leaves Virgo the end of No- 
vember and touches 2° Libra by Janu- 
ary, then retrogrades back to Virgo 
through July. While Saturn is in Libra 
you get a preview of Saturn trine the 
Sun, which has much to do with the 
strengthening and deepening of the per- 
sonal affections and self-expressive urges. 
This will be felt most strongly by Gemin- 
ians born May 21st through May 25th. 

Geminians born 1883, 1884, 1885 will 
be faced with heavy problems of home 
and roots. For many it may measure to 
the breaking up of home and unavoidable 
changes. Particularly 1884 Geminians 
should guard against potentially acci- 
dental home conditions and use unusual 
care with breakables, explosives, or elec- 
trical materials. Those born 1914-15 also 
have Saturn in 4th house square to its 
birthplace, which measures to hard work, 
important decisions relative to home, 
parents, and everything of foundational 
nature. The 1915 people, particularly, 
should use caution in personal relation- 
ships, especially as these reflect on pres- 
tige, standing with superiors, and ambi- 
tions. 

For 1891-92 birthdays, Saturn makes 
its second return to its own place, always 





a critical time. Again, a strong mutable 
cross is emphasized, which always stresses 
personal relations. This is not the time 
to make changes, but to use all your wits 
to take care of what comes. Geminians 
born 1920-21-22 also have Saturn over 
its own place, the first major Saturn 
cycle. This is the time youth usually 
realizes that it is on its own feet and 
must take care of itself, and where life 
paths are generally charted in a given di- 
rection, or should be. Geminians born 
1921, particularly, may have spectacular 
professional or job opportunities which 
need very careful handling. The unfore- 
seen is very much part of the picture, 
Once more, personalities play a large part 
in success or failure. Use extreme diplo- 
macy in handling people. 

Geminians born 1898-99 and 1928 have 
transiting Saturn square the Sun as well 
as square natal Saturn in the 7th, em- 
phasizing critical conditions with _part- 
ners. Intelligent activity seems indicated 
to maintain a balance betwéen the neces- 
sities of home and foundations, and per- 
sonal relations of the partnership type, 
whether business, social or marital. 

Geminians born 1906 have the double 
challenge of Saturn opposite its own 
place, and Uranus opposite its own place. 
Problems of job and career, relations 
with superiors, must be carefully assayed, 
at the same time that money matters are 
affected by changing conditions. This is 
the critical period of the early forties 
that everyone goes through and in your 
case it has strong repercussions on job 
and earnings, as well as life foundations. 


Jupiter 


Jupiter's transit of your 10th house in 
Pisces further stresses the strong mutable 
emphasis of this year’s influence. For 
most of the next year you have Saturn 
square your Sun in the mutable sign 
Virgo on one side, and Jupiter in the 
mutable Pisces on the other. Mutable 
signs have much to do with personality 
factors. Thus, Jupiter in your 10th which 
rules prestige, place in the world, relations 
with superiors, reputation, and your am- 
bitions in general; will bring its best bene- 
fits through your handling of the human 
element. Geminians are exceedingly 
friendly and humanistic in outlook, and 
this year is a test of your powers m 
handling human relations. There may be 
times when you will think that you've had 


about as much of people as you can stand, 
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but this is a case of “you can't get along 
with em or without ’em,” so better plan 
on getting along. . 

Jupiter in 10th is a dominating post- 
tion, one of the best to promote your- 
slf in business and the eyes of the world. 
Superiors are apt to favor you. Good 
things come your way without too much 
efort. But you will have to guard against 
getting too dominating, or “bossy,” or 
cutting too many corners on the climb 
up. Because Jupiter is square your Sun, 
judgment at times won't be too reliable. 
The trend to over-optimism, taking too 
much for granted, and extravagance in 
outreach, can cause trouble. 

Jupiter retrogrades back to Aquarius 
September 14th and remains there through 
December Ist, where it makes the “luck” 
trine to Geminians born June 18th to 
2st. This is the time to push ahead and 
cement those relationships, projects and 
ideas which perhaps have thus far eluded 
you. Try to be realistic in expectations 
because in April, Jupiter makes its first 
opposition to Saturn from your 10th to 
4th houses. It will then affect the two 
most important areas of your life, your 
job and standing (10th house) and your 
life’s foundations (4th house). It is cer- 
tainly wiser to conduct your affairs cir- 
cumspectly, so that foundations will re- 
main firm and your position in the world 
steady, which may not be the case if you 
overreach. Jupiter enters Aries in late 
\pril 1951 to make its first square to 
Uranus in your house of money in late 
May. This is another warning not to be 
too sweeping in your expectations, which 
applies not only to your pgsition, but to 
those projects where money matters are 
involved with friends. 

However, there is considerable luck in 
money matters around you during a good 
part of 1950 and early 1951. Uranus is 
now in your 2nd house of earning re 
sources and capacities, where it remains 
through 1955. This year Jupiter makes 
a long-lasting trine to Uranus from your 
10th house to your 2nd, a splendid money 
aspect. Through June, July, early August 


and end of December, 1950, and January, 
1951 your original, inspirational and pro- 
gressive ideas will surely increase your 
earnings and improve your place in the 
world. Superiors will be receptive ; those 
who can help are open to workable sug 
gestions for expansion. This is the time 
to forge ahead and try new ventures, 
tune in on what is most progressive and 
forward-looking in your total picture, for 
self-promotion. New departures, provided 
they are well-founded and not just a flash 
in the pan, could pay off unbelieveably 
well. With Uranus in 2nd you should 
find considerable independence in your 
pursuit of earnings, but should also ex 
pect, and adapt to, considerable fluctua 
tion. Sometimes Uranus here brings thx 
best earnings of a lifetime, if you under- 
stand what Uranus means, for it rules 
the unpredictable.

Yet you will only destroy your 
self if discontent makes you tear up 
what you have out of sheer restlessness 
and/or recklessness. Know what you are 
doing; tackle new ideas and go ahead 
full speed if you are reasonably certain 
that your venture is worthwhile. 


Neptune 

Since 1942 Neptune has tenanted your 
5th house and remains there through 1955 
This is an influence to which you ar 
long accustomed whether or not you know 
it. Neptune’s influence is so subtle and 
all pervasive, that it may be an entrenched 
part of your feelings and self-expression 
without your awareness. Neptune in the 
5th is a tremendous aid to the creative 
worker, for it expands the imaginative 
power. Particularly as it is favorable 
to your Sun, you should find ease of ex- 
pression and unusual facility. In ro- 
mantic areas, however, it can be very de- 
ceptive. To some, accustomed to living 
on a high inspirational level, it may bring 
the height of romance. Your feelings 
become broadened and your understand 
ing more sensitive and perceptive. This 
influence can bring you a wide variety

Nevertheless, the search for unattain- 
able perfection is often characteristic of 
Neptune’s transit of this house. While 
the pursuit of perfection is excellent in 
artistic or creative work, it often becomes 
a fantasy when applied to human rela- 
tionships. Women with this position often 
are waiting for the “Golden Knight on 
the White Charger,” and men are prone 
to seek their “dream girl,” all far re- 
moved from everyday reality. If you are 
a creative worker, be sure to lean on 
your own resources for expression, for 
your creative urges are within yourself. 
This is the time to cultivate them and 
not depend on inspiration to come to you 
from outside. 


Pluto 


Pluto remains in your 3rd house for 
many years. Its influence in this depart- 
ment is distinctly mental, and you are 
apt to be caught up in the ideologies of 
your age and environment, perhaps to 
extremes. Watch out that you don't be- 
come so obsessed with ideas that you 
lose all perspective. Further, you will be 
wise not to impose your obsessions on 
those around you.

Month by Month Preview 
JUNE: The overtones of luck pre- 


dominate in June, but with Saturn still 
square your Sun, influences are mixed. 
You have to work hard for whatever you 
get, but there is real opportunity for 
expansion relative to position, relations 
with superiors, and earnings. Jupiter 
turns retrograde in your 10th on the 
26th, so cement and establish those proj- 
ects and relationship which affect your 
place in the world and your earnings 
therefrom. All through June and July 
Uranus moves slowly up to make a long- 
lasting trine from your 2nd house of 


money to Jupiter in 10th, probably your 
best money-making period of the year, 
The lunation in your Sun sign on the 
15th further stresses personal effort. The 
former tumult in home affairs should now 
be a thing of the past as Mars leaves your 
4th house to enter your Libra 5th. Should 
you need help in basic affairs—parents, 
home obligations, etc.—there is plenty to 
be found behind the scenes, especially 
near the 12th.

under a benefic aspect for expansion. 
This Mars, moreover, is in strong trine 
ot Pluto, the planet of spiritual evolution. 
Thus again we come upon more keys to 
the tremendous occult implications im 
Einstein’s work. Here see his ability for 
sustained, creative levels of thought in 
the non-material realms of the universe, 
incomprehensible to most of us. 

Needless to say, Dr. Einstein’s “pas- 
sionate interest in social justice,” etc., is 
to be found in Jupiter’s position in Aqu- 
arius, the sign of science and humanitar- 
ianism and progress. Jupiter, the planet 
of the Greater Fortune, of expansion, 
posited high in the chart, takes on 4 
dominate power. That this has been his 
passport to the cosmos, so to speak, 1s 
further seen in the semi-sextile to the 
Sun and the sextile to Mars. But Jupiter 
is just passed the square to Pluto m 
Taurus.

FOR JUNE, 1950 


Ta E melody of June appears to be a 
rendition in two’ parts: the first half 
played in dulcet tones and soothing 
tempo; the second half in crescendo and 
evolving into the furious rhythm of a 
“jam session.” For sweet Venus swings 
the baton during the first half of June, 
but suddenly surrenders it (or is it snat- 
ched from her) to the individualistic Ur- 
anus the second half of the month. 

Uranus is strongly accentuated on two 
counts: (1) the third and final square 
aspect from Mars the week of the 19th— 
the first one occurred at the turn of the 
year, the second during March; and (2) 
the Full Moon of June 29th culminating 
with Uranus less than three degrees from 
the Sun. Now, with so much accent on 
Uranus, it might be profitable to review 
the nature and meaning of this dynamic 
energy in human expegience. 

About the time of Uranus’ discovery 
(1781), a hitherto unknown spirit of in- 
dependence began to enflame the hearts 
and minds of men—not alike for all 
peoples, it is true, but sufficiently power- 
ful to so radically change the destiny of 
nations and individuals that in effect an 
entirely new world was created. 

Before the dawn of Uranus, individ- 
uals were little more than pawns of ‘em- 
poral powers, chattels of despotic rulers, 
slaves of tyrannical demigods. Although 
every era had its great thinkers, artists, 
statesmen, and inventors, individual lib- 
erty was but a madman’s dream. From 
our modern perspective—and not forget- 
ting that liberty is still but a dream for 
some—the world lay stagnant for centur- 
les. And then, almost overnight, courage 
infused itself into human consciousness. 
Something new was added unto human- 
ity, or perhaps it is more appropriate to 
say the human spirit stirred to its greater 
potentiality. In any event, it dared to

dream of individual rights, rose to defy 
vested authority, cast off its robe of fear 
fashioned by tradition; in short, man 
dared what was close to an impossibility, 
and surprised himself in the daring. Once 
thus aroused, individuals commenced to 
demonstrate the resourcefulness of which 
the human spirit is capable if it will but 
assert itself. 

True it is that this creative ingenuity 
has gone astray in too many respects. 
There has been more violence and blood 
shed in the new age of freedom than in 
all the centuries of tyrannical oppression 
put together. There has been great per 
version and abuse and misuse of the 
rights that have been won by man, but 
this is because the age of freedom 1s 
young and, indeed, to some extent still in 
the process of birth. The fact remains 
that from any historical perspective, 
greater progress has been made since the 
discovery of Uranus than during the en- 
tire course of man’s prior history. Bal- 
ancing than two hundred years 
against the five or six thousand years of 
recorded history, one must stand in awe 
at the terrific pace at which humanity has 
advanced in this short span of time. That 
guile and violence have also advanced 
cannot detract from the fact that present 
day civilization offers opportunities to her 
children that were utterly unknown but a 
short while ago. 

Thus, Uranus is the harbinger of pro- 
gress, and any time it is emphasized in 
the planetary pattern, here is a special 
pointing of individual opportunity, due to 
the heightening of courage, originality, 
creative skill, resourceful strategy, and of 
course, the intensification of whatever 
love of freedom resides in man’s psyche. 
That risk must accompany such a trend 
is inevitable, for originality respects no 
law but its own driving need for expres- 
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sion, and even the elements of Nature 
become unpredictable. Moreover, the cap- 
acities of individuals for either initiating 
or responding to change must remain un- 
known until put to the test. 

We look to the segment of the zodiac 
that Uranus energizes to glean the nature 
of the opportunity along with the pos- 
sible risks that pose a challenge. Current- 
ly, and for the next six years, this hap- 
pens to be the nest-building Cancer, a 
cycle that began about a year ago. Cancer 
represents in principle the ideal of family 
sentiment, national pride or patriotism, 
personal loyalty or emotional dependence, 
motherhood or matriarchal sustainment. 
None of these fundamental concepts are 
compatible with the nature of Uranus, 
who does not wish to be dependent, 
bound, or protected. Yet there is oppor- 
tunity for expressing these ideals on a 
higher level, for bringing forth a new 
kind of patriotism, for putting down 
roots by choice rather than necessity, for 
alignment with bigger and better Causes, 
for the establishment of emotional pat- 
terns and the enactment of laws that per- 
mit greater freedom and self-expression. 

This is Uranus’ third transit of Cancer 
since its discovery, and each time before, 
the cause of liberty was extended to 
greater proportions, though seemingly 
focused in one part of the world, namely 
the United States of America. In fact, 
the first transit correlated with the birth 
of this nation, while the second saw a 
race recently freed from slavery com- 
mencing to make a new life for itself. 
Though the focus was in the United 
States, these developments had. global 
significance, as has become evident in the 
course of time, until today hardly a cor- 
ner of the world is left untouched by the 
magic of human discontent. Twice before 
this magic wrought epochal changes in 
the destiny of whole peoples, definitive 
enough to be seen as starting points of 
major cycles of racial progress, and one 
is justified in wondering what the magic 

of the current seven-year cycle will leave 
to posterity in this foundational sense. 
Unlike World War I and World War II, 
which were supposed to have been fought 
over the issue of freedom, but certainly 
not won in any true sense, Uranus in 
Cancer did set people free, and did bring 
definite results that stand out in bold re- 
lief against the larger cycles of history. 
The point that is important in contemp- 








lating Uranus in Cancer is not whether 
freedom will be fought for, but with what 
finality it may be won or lost. 


Primal Function of Uranus in Cancer 


Primarily, Uranus in Cancer severs the 
Silver Cord that normally binds depend- 
ent and protector, the dependent (individ- 
ual or group) either striking out for it- 
self or being compelled to fend for it- 
self, the protector determined to impose 
its will upon that which it would nurture, 
or alternatively denying its protection for 
assorted reasons. It is final and critical, 
for once the cord is severed, the depend- 
ent’s will must be reckoned with, and there 
is no telling what direction it will take. 

What has all this to do with the period 
we are studying, particularly the latter 
part of June? Perhaps nothing ; perhaps 
a great deal. It is certainly a time when 
the magic of discontent MAY reach vol- 
canic proportions, when developments 
may be quite definite, issues very sharp 
and critical. Decisions may be irrevoc- 
able, impulsions out of control, incidents 
powerful enough to provide the clue to 
the probabilities of this cycle as a whole. 
There is opportunity in all this for great 
progress, but also a heightening of re 
calcitrance to upset anyone’s calculations. 
It is opportunity for those whose creative 
skills are regulated by a sense of respon- 
sibility and a respect for the other fel- 
low’s individuality. It is risky and dan- 
gerous for thoseewho protest without 
knowing why, who offer no alternative 
for what they condemn, who lack faith 
in themselves and everyone else, who 
know no law but the power of their own 
uncontrolled passions, and who demand 
privileges they have not earned and are 
not willing to work for. 

Personal loyalties may do an about- 
face, alien influences may be as active 
(in nations or individuals) as the forces 
that are determined to route them out. 
The laws of private ownership may be 
challenged or subjected to revision, while 
private enterprise gains or loses power 
in spectacular fashion. The gain is sug- 
gested by the support from Jupiter, but 
at least a few entrepreneurs may over- 
expand or disallow for contingencies 
under the conflict from Mars. 

Family relations are likely to be dis- 
turbed as children turn disobedient, and 
those of marriageable age bring home 
companions which parents reject, of 
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offspring violently repudiate. Religious 
beliefs may become the subject of heated 
discussion in the home, and in broader 
scope the religion of a nation may be 
under attack. 

One of the greatest challenges con- 
fronting man today is the housing situa- 
tion in almost every corner of the world, 
ahd it may be that a new era of housing 
and building design will commence to 
emerge, along with some unique agricul- 
tural and mining developments. 

In various ways we may expect to sce 
some precedents broken and new ones 
established, and it is quite possible that 
individuals and groups will employ sur- 
prise tactics. A lot depends upon the skill 
and purpose of the individual whether he 
moves into a better or worse pattern, 
whether he contributes anything to pro- 
gress or just makes trouble, whether his 
courage is fortified with brains or just a 
desire for exercise, whether he respects 
the rights of others in expressing his in- 
dividualism or rides roughshod over ail 
who get in his way. Much that seemed 
hitherto impossible becomes possible un- 
der this kind of dynamic motivation, but 
results cannot be anticipated, and there 
are some who will abort their opportuni- 
ties or destroy their advantage for no 
other reason than that they jumped the 
gun or leaped before they looked. 

Whatever of perversity (originality at 
the other extreme) lies latent in human 
nature will be ready to spring into action, 
and it won't take much to touch it off. 
Change is definitely operating to an ex- 
treme degree the second half of June. 
Many people just love a trend of this 
sort. It is exciting and they thrive on it, 
while others dread it or fight it in des- 
peration. Everyone would be well advised 
to have a very fluid schedule through 
these two weeks, one that will allow for 
extra diversions or interferences and ac- 
tivities that are not part and parcel of 
normal routine. Theré should be no pur- 
suit of blind impulse, but a readiness to 
do the expedient thing in terms of the 
momentary need. Those who have lacked 
courage to make a move that should have 
been made ere this, may suddenly be 
freed of hampering restrictions, psycholo- 
gical or otherwise, while not a few will 
find themselves stirred to new accomp- 
lishment and self-expression. Locational 
changes and odd discoveries seem particu- 
larly highlighted, both by preference and 


That this Uranian trend may be truly 
expansive is denoted by the support 
Uranus receives from Jupiter throughout 
the month. Here is a promise of real pro 
gress due to a combining of generosity 
with ingenuity, or of sympathy with the 
drive for independence. Problems may 
have a ready solution or a compensatory 
alternative. Religious and charitable 1m- 
stitutions seem to hold an advantage, 
either in their ability to recruit workers 
and funds, or in the effectiveness of their 
service to the needy. 


Mars 


The first eleven days of June, Mars 
will be finishing up his long Virgo tran- 
sit, but now definitely moving forward 
away from the restraining hand of Sat 
urn. While in Virgo, the god of action 
remains busy with fine details and keeps 
occupied with many chores not ordinarily 
his concern. He seems conscientious, 
however, and quite effective in his efforts 
to leave things in apple-pie order before 
proceeding on to new adventures. Prop 
erly, his efforts are enlisted in finishing 
up the tasks he has committed himself to. 
And in fact, some of his major obliga- 
tions may be completed early in June, 
leaving him free to gather estimates for 
new ventures, and enabling him to turn 
to classifying and analyzing data pertain- 
ing to future projects, stocking up with 
supplies, building up health reserves, re 
cruiting followers, rearranging personnel, 
and laying out a future course of action 

At the completion of the Virgo cycle 
on June 11th, Mars is ready to cast aside 
his work clothes and don the finery of 
the gay cavalier as thoughts turn to love 
and adventure. He is to preside over the 
house of Venus, but this domain has be- 
come surrounded by an ocean of mystery 
every since Neptune entered Libra about 
1942. Therefore, Mars not only has the 
task of refining his manners in order to 
substitute for the Lady of Love, but he 
needs also come laden with noble inten 
tions and pure heart if he is to win the 
favor of Neptune and be guided safely 
across the sea of illusion that stands bi 
tween him and the goddess’ home of cul 
ture and social grace. Mars does not ac- 
tually reach Neptune’s shores until July, 
but he had a glimpse last February, and 
now in June must sense he is moving in 
that direction again. In any event, he is 
probably a gay and sociable fellow as he 
begins to warm up for this new cycle, 
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but is he aware that his desires or ex- 
pectations may conflict with another 
mighty power? Does he remember last 
July when he had occasion to spend a 
little time with Uranus? What was it he 
was impelled to do then, and what will 
he do when he suddenly realizes Uranus 
expects something of him now—specific- 
ally the week of June 19th? Will he defy 
the superior command, will he ignore it, 
or will he suddenly drop all his plans and 
enlist in the cause of freedom, or will 
he misinterpret the command and take it 
as license to cut a few capers of his own? 

Mars in Libra, under normal condi- 
tions, should step up the tempo of per- 
sonal interaction, stimulating partnership 
relations, companionship, legal contracts 
and treaties, and diplomatic negotiations. 
Initiative should be employed in cultural 
activities or in a social context where the 
symbols of beauty and Icve may be 
shared. But Mars is not functioning un- 
der normal conditions, as already out- 
lined, and it is possible he weighs the 
scales on the side of competition, partly 
from choice and partly from necessity. 

Personal relations in romance and mar- 
riage, and other forms of partnership or 
alliances, may be under severe tension if 
not actually disturbed, There is apt to be 
a wave of shifting interests and plans, 
of large and small scope. Of course, there 
is as much probability of sudden attrac- 
ions and alliances as there is of sudden 
estrangements, the breaking of engage- 
ments and treaties, and divorce. For the 
pattern suggests a restless outreaching for 
more congenial company, and a readiness 
to experiment in love and personal rela- 
tions. Women as well as men express the 
Martian energy, and the masculine pro- 
noun for Mars is not to be taken to mean 
that the males of the species alone are 
the sole opportunists, in love, war, busi- 
ness, politics, or anything else. The 
weaker sex is no helpless babe in the 
woods of competition, and in a cycle of 
this sort, may take great delight in play- 
ing the game for all it is worth. 


Venus 


With all the unique possibilities of the 
Uranian trend, it is worth noting that 
Venus is a stabilizing force throughout 
the month, as she moves through Taurus 
from the Ist to 27th. The Goddess of 
Love is at home in Taurus, although this 
is her night kingdom, or storehouse of 
plenty where here values are codified and 


preserved, her standards measured for 
practical utility, her gifts to life fashion 
ed and marked for future delivery, rather 
than her day home where her gifts are 
on display and openly shared. (Again the 
pronoun is a convenience, since men ex- 
press the qualities of Venus along with 
women.) The Lady seems chastened after 
last month’s spree, and may be powerful 
enough to keep Mars from sharing more 
than he has a right to, or if he does be- 
come too reckless in his travels she may 
be able to make up the deficit. At least, 
she promises to fructify the earth and 
bring forth some rich crops, and she may 
manage to preserve some of the values 
that Mars and Uranus together are all 
too ready to flaunt. 

It is something on which to pin our 
hopes, but more definitely the first half 
of the month when a series of favorable 
aspects permit a building up of reserves 
and enhance general standards. The as- 
pects are a parallel to Jupiter on the 2nd, 
a sextile to Uranus on the 4th, a sextile 
to Jupiter on the 7th, and a trine to Sat- 
urn on the 12th. This would seem to be 
the best part of the month for mundane 
affairs, and it would be wise to consum- 
mate as much as possible by the 12th. 

On the 15th, Venus squares Pluto, and 
it may be significant that no other as- 
pects are made the balance of the month. 
It poses the question, will there be a rais- 
ing or lowering of standards, of prices, 
of values, of the laws of exchange? In 
itself, the aspect isn’t too important, as 
it passes quickly, but-culminating at the 
beginning of the Uranian trend, and con- 
sidering that Venus makes no more as- 
pects this month, it may coincide with an 
important incident that lessens her con- 
trol over some of the values dear to her 
heart. The’ fact that she remains in Tau- 
rus until the 27th promises SOME sta- 
bility, but certainly not as much as ear- 
lier in the month, 

Another reason for seeing the first half 
of June as the most productive, fruitful, 
rewarding, is that Mercury moves for- 
ward through the domain of Venus to 
lend an idea or two of practical worth, 
and perhaps help out in the process of 
labeling and delivering some well-earned 
gifts. The winged messenger isn’t as lazy 
as he may have been last month, and he 
may hasten negotiations that he failed to 
complete previously. 

On June 14th, Mercury moves into 
Gemini, one of the two signs over which | 
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he has dominion, and this would be very 
promising if he did not have Jupiter, on 
one side, and Saturn, on the other, pour- 
ing in demands and complaints, and pro- 
moting all sorts of complicated situations. 
Perhaps the complications have been there 
all the whole, but he has ignored them 
and now suddenly becomes aware of hav- 
ing to untangle the wires that have be- 
come crossed, decoding the messages that 
have piled up, sorting out the truth that 
has been shuffled with fiction, giving ear 
to garbled versions of what has happened 
in his absence, replying to the many ap- 
peals for aid, and searching out the cause 
of all the disorder in a realm where .ogic 
and reason should reign supreme. 

As Mercury takes up his role of mes- 
senger again, men’s minds will quicken 
to the necessity confronting them. The 
necessity, in terms of Jupiter, would be 
better distribution without dissipation or 
extravagance (in thought, deed, or inten- 
tion), and the necessity, in terms of Sat- 
urn, would be more prudent regulation 
without prejudice, greed, or default of 
real obligations. Chances are that there 
will be considerable waste, followed by 
regret, or false justification of the mis- 
takes made, as Mercury in Gemini, afflic- 
ted, is a master of the art of rationaliza- 
tion. On the other hand, necessity is the 
mother of invention, and since the Lord 
of Mind is strong in his own home he 
may be expected to release a fresh supply 
of ideas, devise alternative measures, and 
manipulate the lines of communication in 
such a way as to bring divergent issues 
to a clearer focus. 

Greater versatility in thought and com- 
munication should be evident, although 
this is not to be taken as a promise of 
complete harmony, agreement, mutual 
understanding. It merely means a sharp- 
ening of man’s thinking capacity. As a 
man thinketh, so is he, which is another 
way of saying that man and his world 
are better or worse according to his col- 
lective attitude. Complex and divergent 
as this may be, it is yet in the power of 
any individual to create his own attitude 
(which, after all, is his true reality) by 
adjusting the focus of his mind to com- 
prise what he “thinks” is right and good 
and worthwhile. 

_In this period of high mental stimula- 
tion, there should be many such adjust- 
ments or shifting points of view, some 
of the adjustments leading to more lucid 
perceptions, and some, no doubt, leading 





to a more muddled perspective due to the 
comprisement of too many ideas at once. 
Perhaps we need to freshen up our logic, 
making it our tool rather than our master, 
and we may also need to learn to put 
first things first and avoid getting tangled 
up by the ability of our mental mechan- 
ism which is not averse to toying with 
redundant “‘ifs,” “ands,” and “buts,” even 
when the issue is crystal clear and reason 
dictates the course. 

It is quite possible that a certain 
amount of unreasonable demands will be 
put forth, with an equivalent juggling of 
reason in the verbal attempt to combat 
them. It remains to be seen whether a 
better or worse pattern of relationships 
emerges from this shuffle. Surely, the op- 
portunity is present for a better deal, as 
mind is fortified by the power of intui- 
tion, imagination, spiritual integrity and 
universal sympathy. There should be as 
many happy alternatives as there are dub- 
ious ones, especially for those who are 
not blinded by appearances or enslaved 
by conflicting sense impressions. 

The Sun moves from 10 degrees Gem- 
ini to 8 degrees Cancer, forming seven 
aspects of importance. A square to Saturn 
on June 3rd may tax the strength and 
authority of central powers, and may 
mean a general lowering of vitality, Dut 
this is followed by a trine to Neptune on 
June 5th to permit nice recuperation. 
Subtle forces protect and sustain God’s 
children here, but it is nothing that éan 
be readily identified. On the 7th, a sex- 
tile to Pluto should introduce another 
form of cosmic sustainment and inspira- 
tion, reflecting perhaps in the efforts and 
ideals of large groups whose aim is a 
better world for all. Religious, educational 
and political leaders may be unusually in- 
spired, while individuals of cosmopolitan 
temperament may awaken to large ideas 
and align themselves with a Cause. The 
collective will of man seems ready to 
articulate a higher idealism of divine ori- 
gin, manifesting in a host of ways, chief- 
ly through political organizations, relig- 
ious groups, archeological discoveries, the 
printed word, theatrical portrayal of his- 
toric events or figures, atomic energy pro- 
grams, or other scientific developments, 
for man is in touch with cosimc mind at 
this time and may be truly inspired to 
great works. Gains, however, must be 
measured by a universal yardstick; they 
are not essentially individual except as 
the individual may be sustained in fulfill- 
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ing his role of torch-bearer for humanity, 
or as an inspirational Voice in the Wild- 
erness. 


June Lunation 


The New Moon of June 15th occurs 
without any strong aspects to suggest any 
special trend, but the focus in Gemini 
leans toward good humor and lightness 
of approach to environmental influences. 

The Sun changes signs on the 2lst, 
which is the traditional first day of sum- 
mer, the solar energy now screening it- 
self through the cardinal (active) watery 
(receptive) sign Cancer. As said before, 
Cancer is associated with the ideal cf 
family solidarity, national affiliation, the 
establishment and perpetuation of pat- 
terns of emotional security, reflected in 
the increased rate of marriages, births, 
home-building, and agriculture, normally 
associated with this time of year. How- 
ever, the sentiments of Cancer are not 
predictable with the creative Uranus oc- 
cupying this home of the Moon, and as 
the Sun confers with Uranus on the 27th 
the unpredictability becomes evident in 
striking fashion. Of course, there is the 
possibility of unique developments in 
housing programs and laws, which will 
come as a welcome relief to many, but 
there is also the possibility of some 
changes that may not be so pleasant, 
simply because they will come without 
warning and temporarily upset immedi- 
ate plans. The collective will may be said 
now to turn recalcitrant, as the trend be- 
comes definitely individualistic (as out- 
lined earlier) and may repudiate former 
goals, ties, allegiances. Will, combined 
with creative impulse, should produce at 
least a few constructive changes, but 
when individuals insist upon making their 
own laws, there is also the danger of dog- 
eat-dog competition, not to overlook ihe 
possibility of a rising tide of accidents 
and crime due to runaway compulsions, 
reckless speed, careless disregard for 
safety, or just a witless negligence. It 
would be well to combine caution with 
resourcefulness te meet this trend. 

On June 29th, the Sun trines Jupiter 
but squares Mars, which may intensify 
all the dangers and risks of the period 
and yet compensate in some way that 
proves expansive in the long run. If one 
chapter closes, another will be in process 
of starting. No one need harbor fear in

Tue month of June looks like it will 
be a period of considerable stress and 
anxiety in the United States, although it 
would be difficult, especially for a non- 
resident, to be precise as to the nature of 
these difficulties. 


Undoubtedly the passages (or transits ) 
of the major planets are important, 
whether we are dealing with the nativi- 
ties of individuals or of nations. I have 
met astrologers who affected to question 
the importance of such phenomena, as- 
serting that they had little effect unless 
strong directions were also in operation. 
But I question this. It cannot be gainsaid 
that some of the most strikingly success- 
ful astrologers—those whose predictions 
have been most successful in impressing 
hard-headed skeptics — have relied very 
largely upon this class of “signals.” This 
was the case with the late Evangeline 
Adams, unless I am much mistaken ; and 
also Capt. Louis de ‘Wohl, whose recent 
articles in American Astrology must 
surely be quite unique in our chronicles, 
made great use of transits. Indeed, the 
astrologer is forced to do so if he is 
under the necessity of dealing with high- 
ly speculative birth-times. 


But it is not the passing “simple” trans- 
it that is ‘usually important; it is double 
or triple transits, when two or three or 
more bodies simultaneously affect the 
same point in the horoscope, that com- 
monly leave their mark. Or when several 
“simple” transits coincide in time, with- 
in a few days, Or, perhaps most of all, 
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when the transiting body is stationary, or 
near stationary, in the ephemeris. 

At the end of June Neptune goes sta 
tionary in 14:35 Libra and that is dis- 
agreeably near the U.S.A. Saturn in 
14:50 of the same sign. The actual tran- 
sit is on the 25th of May and then again 
at the end of July 

The previous transit was at the begin 
ning of October, 1949, when President 
Truman signed the Mutual Defense As- 
sistance Act. Also, the “Democratic Ger- 
man Republic” was proclaimed in East 
Germany. 

Uranus is also passing to the Opposi 
tion of U.S.A. Jupiter, but this does not 
become exact until early July, when an 
other unpleasant feature presents itself— 
Mars reaches Neptune in the heavens, 
on the U.S.A. Saturn. It is then (about 
the middle of July) that the full force 
of the transit of Neptune over U.S.A. 
Saturn will be felt, and I regret to say 
that at this period international affairs 
will be likely to reach a very critical state 
indeed. One could hardly be surprised if 
some sort of mobilization takes place. 

These conditions are not rendered any 
better because the special transit of which 
we have been speaking (Neptune to 
U.S.A. Saturn) falls so near the solstice. 

Herewith is the solstitial horoscope for 
Washington. This follows upon a new 
moon figure (June 15, 1950, 10:45 a.m., 
L..M.T.), which is not helpful, inspfar 
as the U.S.A. Mars is close to the M.C. 
in square to the rising Senree, with the 
Lights in square to U.S.A. Neptune.

The disagreeable appearance of this 
map cannot be denied. 

There is certainly comfort in the fact 
that Neptune, in the 10th with the U.S.A. 
Saturn, is well aspected. Indeed, this is 
perhaps the “saving grace.” 

But there is the very close square of 
Mars to Uranus. The former is in 4:00 
Libra, and Truman’s Venus, his ruler, 
is in 3:59 Cancer! Mars is in the 9th 
house in the ingress map, and yet within 
orb of the midheaven, so that govern- 
ment and foreign affairs are closely in- 
volved, all affected adversely by the dyna- 
mite-forces of Uranus. I believe Amer- 
icans rather like and expect English writ- 
ers to understate; but it is not very easy 
to understate the menacing import of 
these signals! 

Curiously enough, I derive some con- 
solation from another “bad” configura 
tion: Moon conjoined with Saturn, also 
in the 9th, and in square to Mercury. 
My reason is, that though this is a sign 
of disappointment, frustration and pro 
found depression, it is not violent. It is 
proverbially said that two blacks don't 
make a white; but in Astrology some- 
thing of the kind does sometimes happen, 
provided the two “blacks” are of con- 
trary purport. Thus it may be that a 
heavy Mars-Uranus threat may be held 
in check by an equally severe Saturn af- 
fliction. 

I would now invite readers to consider 
another chart that seems to be worth 
more attention than it appears to have re- 
ceived, namely, the Map of the Century. 











It may be objected that the “turn of 
the century” is a purely arbitrary human 
time-notation and can have no foundation 
in nature, Well, this is not the place fora 
discussion of the metaphysical bases of 
Astrology, though it may be observed 
that these are probably so profound that 
their implications may well be beyond the 
range of present-day cosmological concep- 
tions. I will merely quote the old adage 
about the “proof of the pudding being 
in the eating.” 

The map below is cast for 0 hrs. 0 m,, 
January 1, 1900, and I[ have chosen to 
erect it for Berlin. For it seems that this 
city is the trouble-vortex, so to say, of 
this century. It was in 1914 and 1939, 
and it was so at the time of the famous 
air-lift. It is still the spot where East and 
West stand face to face, quite literally. 

Of course these maps (for the new 
century ) will be almost identical all the 
world over so far as the /ouses are con- 
cerned, for’ they will all be cast for the 
time when the sun was at, or close to, 
the nadir. The planets’ places: will vary 
according to the country and the Moon's 
place may change considerably. 

Here then is the chart:

It is a striking figure, with this strong 
emphasis on the third and nmth houses 
and signs. Six bodies are in Gemini and 
Sagittarius, and no less than seven (out 
of ten) are in the 3rd and 9th houses. 
Intercommunication is the keynote here— 
radio, automobiles, airplanes—and there- 
after what? Interplanetary travel will as- 
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suredly be attempted. Only half the cen- 
tury has passed, and what has been ach- 
ieved! 

Of course there are some unpleasant 
oppositions here, but Jupiter, in his own 
positive sign, is on the cusp of the 3rd, 
sextile the ruler of the horoscope, who 
is herself in close trine to the ascendant. 

This figure staggers the imagination. 

What of its validity? Is the pudding a 
real one, or only mefe fiction of the im- 
agination ? 

Here are a few notes on the past. 

In 1914 Mars was semisquare radical 
Uranus pretty well exact for the outbreak 
of war, and in 1915 Sun was conjunc- 
tion Mars, both inconjunct Neptune. 

But it is the regressive, or pre-natal, 
directions that are most significant. Here 
are some of the principal ones: 

1914 regr. Sun opposition Neptune 
regr. Moon over Neptune and op- 
position Saturn 
regr. Mars over radical Moon 

1917 regr. Saturn opposition Neptune 

1918 regr. Venus conjunction radical 

Mars 

These seem appropriate enough to sat- 
isfy the most exacting. 

When we come to 1939-1945 the in- 
dications are, if possible, even more im- 
pressive. 

To take the usual post-natal second- 
aries first, we have, in the autumn of 
1939, Moon conjunction Neptune and op- 
position Saturn, while, during the war- 
period, Venus, ruler of the map, squares 
the same two heavy planets—a tremend- 
ous strain. But perhaps most significant 
of all, because slowest, is the opposition 
of progressed Saturn to radical Moon, 
indicative not so much of war itself, as 
of its concomitant privations. 

The regressive directions are even more 
portentous and offer some striking paral- 
lels with the 1914-1918 data. 

The regressed Sun enters Scorpio in 
1939. Mars is conjoined with Uranus in 
1944 and so also Venus, these two ( Ven- 
us-Mars) being themselves conjoined in 
1945, just as in 1918 regressive Venus 
was with radical Mars. 

Frankly, I am much impressed by 
these data. So what of these latter days 

mm the light of the same figure ? 

There is nothing to compare in respect 
of severity with the 1914 and 1939 con- 


figurations, 


Progressed Sun is square radical Jup- 
iter (spring) and the Moon is in Scor- 
pio but makes no serious contacts. About 
the time that this script is due for pub- 
lication Mercury is in square to radical 
Uranus and Venus is semisquare pro- 
gressed Mars. Around the same period 
regressive Moon is square radical Jupiter, 
and in the autumn, by a curious coinci- 
dence, the regressed Mercury is con- 
joined With radical Uranus, being in 
square to its progressed position. 

This seems to point to a critical time, 
which may (since Mercury and Uranus 
are prominent) involve the flying ser- 
vices, but obviously there is nothing to 
indicate another major conflict here. 

It will therefore be a difficult, anxious 
and disappointing summer, politically 
speaking, but there appears to be no rea- 
son to expect worse things, unless the in- 
gress figures override everything, which 
I do not expect to be the case. 

At the time of writing Leopold of Bel- 
gium has been in the headlines. 

This unfortunate monarch was born at 
Brussels, 3:15 p.m., G.M.T., November 
3, 1901, so that his data are: 


M.C, 5 Capricorn; 

Ase. 12 Aries; 

Sun 10:31 Scorpio; 
Moon 14:29 Leo; 
Mercury 13:04 Scorpio R; 
Venus 25:17 Sagittarius; 
Mars 14:37 Sagittarius; 
Jupiter 9:14 Capricorn; 
Saturn 11:46 Capricorn; 
Uranus 15:00 Sagittarius; 
Neptune 1:15 Cancer R; 
Pluto 18 Gemini R. 


It will be found that the progressed 
Sun is just coming to the opposition of 
radical Neptune, so that he will either 
not regain his throne, or, if he does, will 
find it\anything but comfortable. Mercury 
is coming to radical Venus, but that seems 
a poor counteragent. 

As for the nativity itself, Jupiter and 
Saturn in the midheaven seems to show 
his varying fortunes. Astrologers often 
speak of planets being benefic when in 
their own signs, but a more Ancient, and, 
I believe, a truer tradition has it that 
this is only when they are in their positive 
signs, the reverse being the case when 
they are posited in their negative digni- 
ties. Saturn in Capricorn is indicative of 
too much Saturn. Here it has certainly 
outweighed the debilitated Jupiter, even 
though he is closer to the angle. 
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A violent death in a foreign land seems 
indicated by the presence of the ruler in 
Sagittarius in the 9th house (or, if the 
student sticks to Placidus, just passing 
from 9th to 8th) in close conjunction 
with Uranus, and both opposed to Pluto. 
Yet, to date, it was the monarch’s spouse 
who met such a fate in Switzerland, in 
an automobile crash that gave rise to 
many rumors, some asserting that the 
steering-gear had been tampered with by 
Nazi agents, the intention being that the 
young king, whose horoscope plainly 
shows him to be a fighter, should be 
killed in order to weaken Belgian resist- 
ance to German aggression. 

Why was this so, in the light of the 
horoscope ? 

Venus has got beyond the Mars-Uran- 
us conjunction. She is, however, close to 
the midpoint Pluto-Neptune, by opposi- 
tion, and both these bodies are in the 
3rd, and one in Gemini, ruling short 
journeys. 

The Moon “mediates” the opposition 
Mars-Uranus to Pluto, that is to say, it 
is in sextile to Pluto and in trine to the 
other two planets. This sort of configura- 
tion is commonly said to improve the op- 
position; I have often maintained that it 
is more often the opposition that spoils 
the sextile and trine. This case seems to 
confirm this view. The oppositions in 
Leopold’s case are very violent indeed 
and the Moon—the wife—is dragged into 
the field of theit significance. She is also 
semisquare Neptune. 

Venus is close to the star Aculeus, said 
to cause blindness, and Leopold may in- 
deed have had a “blind spot” at the time 
of the fatal accident. 

Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and Neptune 
are all in parallel of declination. 

The nativity appeals to me as thaf of a 
gallant man with whose sad life one may 
well have sympathy. 

Another monarch who has recently fig- 
ured in the news is the South African 
chief, Seretse Khama,. This man has mar- 
ried a London girl and has in consequ- 
ence been f8rbidden to enter his tribal 
territory for five years, apparently be- 
cause there is thought to be danger of 
serious dissension amongst the natives on 
the question of a “mixed marriage.” As 
I have none of the relevant astrological 
data, this is mentioned only as a quick 
fulfilment of what has already been said 
in these articles on the likely outcome of 





the afflictions to Uranus in Cancer in re- 
spect of South Africa’s racial problems. 

Even as the American Colonies broke 
away from Britain when Uranus was in 
Gemini, so this present passage of the 
same planet through Cancer may sever 
the rather tenuous links between Brit- 
ain and the Union of South Africa. There 
will be heavy strains. 

But other regions of the same contin- 
ent are destined to play a tremendous part 
in the economic (and perhaps in_ the 
strategic) life of the Atlantic Powers. 
America’s place here is clearly indicated 
by the four bodies in Cancer in her na- 
tional map.

Tere are 10 favorable interplane- 
tary aspects scattered through the month 
of June 1950. Sun, Venus and Mercury 
make these aspects to the slower planets 
Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, Neptune 
and Pluto. These Sun, Venus and Mer- 
cury cycles repeat, on the average, every 
year. Their orb is only a few days in 
advance, and a few days after the com- 
pletion of the perfect contact. The dates 
of these June contacts, measured in right 
ascension, are the 2nd, 6th, 10th, 13th, 
l6th, 17th, 24th, 28th, and 30th. Some- 
thing like a nice sunshiny day, these 
quick-moving, not-so-powerful aspects are 
always welcome. In contrast, there are 
nine maturities of unfavorable aspects on 
the Ist, 6th, 8th, 21st, 22nd, 25th and 
27th. The last week in June brings the 
harsh, accident - tendency Mars - Uranus 
square (90 degrees), on the 26th, and 
the frictional Mars 45 degrees to Pluto 
on the 29th. These can be longer and 
more powerful in effect, it is found, be- 
cause Mars moves more slowly than Sun, 
Venus and Mercury, repeating its as- 
pects about every two years. 

Mars will cross the celestial equator 
on the 14th. A review of recent years 
when Mars has been on the equator (0.00 
degrees of declination), shows a majority 
of unfavorable impressions on human 
psychology, as measured by the great auc- 
tion sale of our stock markets. There 
have been sharp reactions for a few days 
starting around the Mars date. On other 
occasions there has been an earlier decline 
that stops around the date. Not so often 
we find that the date slips by uneventfully. 
Here it is well to remember that the judg- 
ment of the effect of any one aspect or 
planetary position must be modified by

consideration of all the other situations 
in the sky. In predicting the tides, for 
navigation purposes, our scientists con- 
sider and synthesize more than 20 plane- 
tary variables. These same and other 
variables are playing upon the human be 
ings of our earth, and influencing their 
optimistic and pessimistic days. These 
are the tides of human hopes and fears 
One can hear and feel these tides in a 
Board Room, during market hours, as he 
listens to folks talking, and watches the 
tape, which shows how folks are think 
ing. 

Mars crossed the equator on January 
13th this year. A sharp sell-off started 
on the 12th. Mars re-crossed the equato: 
in retrograde motion on March 4th. This 
was near a new top for the 1950 Bull 
Market. The Dow-Jones Industrials did 
not quite cover their early February highs 
(when we had the very favorable Jupiter 
trine Neptune). The Dow-Jones Rails 
did close at a new 1950 high on March 
4th, $56.60, which has not been bettered 
up to this writing. From this March 4th 
date, the averages slanted down for the 
next few days, then continued the rise 
It is well to watch this third time for 
1950, as Mars crosses the equator, in di 
rect motion, on the 14th. 

The Moon will make its maximum de- 
clination South on the Ist and 29th, the 
opposite maximum North on the 15th 
The curve of the averages seems to flow 
up and down, for the short-range inter- 
mediate movements, with these Moon de- 
clinations. This is being written after the 
close of the market, on Saturday, April 
8th. The Industrials have closed at 
$212.55, Rails $56.36, and Utilities $43.25. 
This marks a new 1950 peak for the In- 
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dustrials, according to Associated Press, 
and is the highest since almost 20 years 
ago, on October 3, 1930. It tops the 1946 
Bull Market closing high by just 5¢. Vol- 
ume for this short Saturday session was 
reported heavy, 1,090,000 shares, the 
largest for any Saturday since mid-Janu- 
ary. Rails still have some to go, to cross 
their 1948 and 1946 tops. Utilities are 
pushing into new high! ground, on the 
average. (This April 10th date was sug- 
gested as an important time, in this column 
for April.) 


If the student will compare a graph of 
the daily averages, with these Moon 
maximum declination dates, a remarkable 
index of human market psychology will 
be visualized. The Wall Street Journal, 
The New York Times, and The New 
York Herald Tribune print these graphs. 
Moon was maximum North on March 
26th last, and Dow-Jones Industrials made 
a new top on the 25th. Moon was maxi- 
mum South on the 11th of March. The 
market came to life and turned rapidly 
upward from a previous reaction of a 
few days. It was maximum North on 
February 26th, and only the least flutter 
on the Dow-Jones curve, as shown in 
the Wall Street Journal diagram. The 
market was making “lines” all along here, 
from the first week in February to around 
the 11th of March. It was discouraging. 
The long awaited reaction that had been 
looked for-at this time did not come. 
For the chartists and technically minded, 
the “lines” substituted for the reaction, 
as the market bounced up again. Moon 
was maximum South on February 12th. 
This was around the bottom of the slight 
sell-down from early February. And 
from then on there is a dramatic timing 
to this Moon-maximum-declination that 
is profitable to watch. The 1950 Ameri- 
can. Astrology Ephemeris shows these 
Moon items for June, on pages 13 and 37. 


June 15th brings the new moon of the 
month, with Saturn in the Ist house of 
a mundane chart erected for Washington 
D.C. This is in orb of a square to the 
Sun and Moon, in the 10th house. These 
angular aspects can be powerful. We saw 
the lows of 1949, in mid-June, following 
a new Moon in late May which was 
square an angular Saturn. Again it is well 
to recall that no one item governs the 
whole picture, but a synthesis of the total. 
So much depends on the technical situa- 
tion, and current events as the days roll 








by. In contrast, the Summer Solstice, as 
the Sun enters Cancer on June 2lst, 
shows the inflationary Mars- Neptune con- 
qunction at the midheaven of the Wash- 
ington chart. Previous appearances simi- 
lar to this have been noted at the times of 
inflationary moves on the part of the gov- 
ernment. 


Commodities and their price fluctua- 
tions are not found to follow the day-to- 
day curve of the stock market averages. 
Each commodity curve reflects the com- 
bined knowledge, and wisdom, the hopes 
and fears of the thousands who take part 
in this buying and selling. There are 
more variables in the commodity situation 
that do not appear so quickly in the se- 
curity market. Reports of a rain in the 
wheat or corn belt can depress the price 
if the crop is already planted, and serve 
to raise it, if the rain is coming at the 
wrong time, to delay the farmers in seed- 
ing. Many world-wide variables enter in- 
to commodity prices. We are seeing the 
post-war pattern that followed all other 
great wars. Commodities reached unusual 
high. More recently a general decline 
has brought these down. The decline ts 
slowed temporarily, with reports on the 
weather, and inflationary tendencies, and 
government price supports. The threat 
of a renewed dust bow! in the mid-West 
is watched anxiously. Farmers’ income is 
reported falling off. Department. store 
sales are slowing down. The final Easter 
buying was reported impressive, but not 
up to the hoped-for last minute rush which 
merchants had expected. This reduction 
is more on soft goods, and clothing. The 
building boom of 1950 is probably in its 
last strength. This same applies to the 
automobile boom. Fortunately, recent re- 
ports show a temporary improvement in 
total employment. But, when one con- 
siders the shape of the planetary move- 
ments and positions in the next few weeks 
to months, it may be felt that this June 
1950 is part of “the last days of grace.” 
The final major-planet favorable date for 
the year comes around July 31st, as Jupi- 
ter trines Uranus the second time. The 
first Jupiter-Uranus trine of 1950 is due 
for the exact contact by right ascension 
on April 10th, two days after this writ- 
ing. We are now seeing the new highs 
and increased volume in stock averages, 
as this date approaches.

One Who Longs to be a Mother 


ANSWER: In order to determine 
who is “at fault’ that no children are 
forthcoming in a marriage, the hour of 
birth of both parties must be known and 
you do not give the hour of your hus- 
band’s birth, merely stating that he was 
born “sometime at late night.” Your own 
chart, erected for midnight of, Nov. 6, or 
0:00 hours of Nov. 7, 1913, places Sagit- 
tarius on the cusp of your fifth house of 
children, with Jupiter the ruler of this de- 
partment; this planet is in Capricorn it 
your sixth house. The fertile sign Pisces, 
ruled by Neptune and co-ruled by Jupiter, 
is on your eighth house cusp, and your 
North Node is in Pisces in your eighth 
From these indications I must agree with 
the doctors, and say the evidences are that 
you can become a mother. This is espe 
cially true now that your progressed Sun 
has completed an opposition to your Sa-

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A Study of Mother and 
Daughter

Tue Comparison Chart is a Blue Print 
of the blending of two personalities that 
can be followed by the Mother (or guar- 
dian) as her basic system of child guid- 
ance. In this series of studies regarding 
the relationship between parent and child 
we hope to point out the value of the 
astrological approach in correct training 
methods. Strange as it may seem, most 
parents do not understand their children, 
and children are unable to understand 
their parents, for they do not have any- 
thing to base their knowledge on except 
the experiences they are going through. 

This problem is a situation in most 
families, and a direct challenge to the 
parent that should be worked out con- 
structively through proper encourage- 
ment; not criticism, fault-finding, or 
blame. The incentive should be to develop 
faith and confidence from the child. This 
is possible through knowledge gained of 
the child’s innate qualities and natural 
tendencies, his motives in life and strong 
urges, as gathered from his horoscope. 
He was born with a disposition that 
should be molded—not curbed or cramp- 
ed. To use efforts that tend to change 
him and encourage qualities he does not 
possess will only make him confused, 
helpless and a failure. 

Some children inherit traits and quali- 
ties from both parents, others mostly 
from one or the other, while some child- 
ren do not seem to inherit from either 
parent. These points can be found in the 
child’s horoscope, and studied. 





The charts given (see next page) of a 
mother and daughter are a contrast from 
the two charts given last month, for these 
two horoscopes are reversed in modes of 
activity. The Oriental-Occidental division 
shows the mother has more planets on 
the Easter Quadrant of the chart, in- 
dicating that she gains more knowledge 
through her experiences in‘life, by the 
trial and error method, than the daughter, 
who has more planets on the Western 
Quadrant, which causes her to give at- 
tention to other people. The personalities 
and characters of both people are in- 
dividualistic and strong, with interests 
totally different; yet there is a planetary 
relationship. 

The Sign of Scorpio rising on the 
Mother’s horoscope indicates strong likes 
and dislikes which are apt to develop into 
a vindictive motive that brings unhappy 
results. She has an ardent love nature 
that is somewhat possessive (Venus, 
Mars and Ascendant in Scorpio). There 
is a capacity for work, but it is utilized © 
as a means to an end rather than love 
of the work itself. She is proud, courage- 
ous and resourceful in her intense feel- 
ings and sufferings. 

The Sign of Leo rising on the daugh- 
ter’s chart indicates a decided urge to 
make others work rather than work her- 
self. She is strong willed and inclined to 
hold strong opinions ; is masterful and at 
times inclined to be arrogant. There is a 
love of display and pride in her demean- 
or. (Jupiter in Leo; Sun and Mars strong

in her chart.) Her love nature is idealistic 
and mystic. 

These two people are definitely fixed 
in their natures. If the mother is alert 
to the situation she will become aware of 
the fact that her emotional feelings 
(planets and rising Sign in Water Trip- 
licity) only cause her child to respond 
with a fiery and tempestuous temper 
(Leo, fire Sign rising, and planets in the 
Fire Triplicity). 

The mother will control the “steam- 
ing” contacts that are brought about by 
the fire and water influences, and give at- 
tention to the hidden quality in her ‘child 
that must be obvious, and that is—a sec- 
ret longing for love. (Venus exalted in 
Pisces; Psychic Trinity and Quincunx 
aspects of Jupiter and Mercury.) This 
type love is one of sacrifice. It can be 
developed to reach a high degree of ex- 
pression which will give the tendency to 
help those who are in need and in poor 
circumstances. The method the mother 
must use should be diplomatic and tact- 
ful, otherwise the child becomes whim- 
sical and indulges in extreme passions 
that are ungovernable. 

The indication that gives accent to the 
above natal tendencies is found in the 
Trinity in the Western Quadrant which 
is above the Earth. The configuration 
shows her urge to understand people, for 
this is the Trinity of Service. Planets 
above the Earth indicate prominence and 
an incentive to develop along the lines

of the Finer Arts and higher education. 
There is a spiritual tendency to this 
Quadrant. 

The mother has more influence over 
her daughter than has the father, which 
is indicated by the planets of Venus and 
Saturn in feminine signs (in the daugh- 
ter’s chart). At the present time this fact 
is proven in their lives. If these two 
planets had been found in masculine 
signs, the father would have more influ- 
ence over her. Again, we see the daugh- 
ter inherits a character principally from 
the paternal line; both luminaries are in 
masculine signs. 

The Moon in the sign of Libra is a 
signal for the mother to be an inspira- 
tion for her daughter, that she may feel 
proud and admire her. Otherwise, re- 
gardless of the. mother’s devotion, the 
daughter will turn to another woman who 
possesses more charm and dignity. There 
seems to be a general rule in astrology 
that when the child has a Moon placed 
in any sign, the mother reflects that 
special sign. In this case the mother’s 
Sun is in Libra, 

In the Comparison Chart, the mother’s 
planets are placed in the outer wheel, the 
daughter’s in the inner wheel. Aries 0 
degrees is always taken as the starting 
point on these Comparison Charts and 
appears on the Eastern Horizon. The in- 
dividual Horoscopic Ascendant and Mid- 
heaven therefore are adjusted to the signs 
and houses, so the actual Ascendant and

Mid-heaven may appear at any point on 
the circle. 

In turning the chart to place the Sign 
of Leo on the Ascendant, we find the 
mother’s planets (Mars, Venus and Mer- 
cury) fall in the fourth house, the house 
that has rule over the: home. The wise 
student of astrology will see the strife in 
the home caused by the combination of 
personality clashes. The mother’s Moon 
falls in the tenth house of the daughter’s 
map, indicating the child’s urge to have 
her mother acquire a position of high 
social standing. The valuable aspect of 
the Mother’s Moon in trine to the daugh- 
ter’s Saturn lends a helping hand in hold- 
ing the faith the child has for her 
mother. 

In turning the chart around to the 
place of Scorpio, the mother’s rising 
Sign, the Ascending Sign of Leo of the 
daughter’s chart is on the Mid-heaven. 
Jupiter falls in this position, indicating 
the mother will assist the daughter in 
finding the proper social scale, business 
possibilities, or it is possible the daughter 
sets her own pattern for social contacts 
and a standard according to the mother’s 
position. At least, there 1s a link between 
the two through this combination. 

Nevertheless, there is difficulty in the 
home environment, as indicated by the 
daughter’s planets, Mars and Sun, fall- 
ing in the fourth house of the mother’s 
map. The child was anything but’ calm 
as a little girl, delighting in banging doors 
and making as much loud noise as she 
could — all very distracting for the 
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mother. This disturbance was not dem- 
onstrated in other homes for she was a 
perfect angel when at her grandmother's, 

At the presert time the daughter is in 
a university which she entered last year 
at the age of fifteen, and she passes her- 
self off as eighteen years old. Her strong 
determination to rise in life was her in- 
centive. She is so independent under this 
assumed age pattern, she is quite out 
from under her parents’ protection and 
carries on her own life in her own way, 
Unconfidential and silent as to her own 
affairs, she is arrogant and bold in other 
matters. 

The mother, recognizing this attitude 
in her daughter, is playing a waiting 
game, standing by and ready to assist 
when the child awakens to womanhood 
and needs her. Her determination to carry 
out her Child Guidance Program will 
hold command of tlie situation. She may 
make many mistakes but in the meantime 
will develop qualities of her higher aa- 
ture.

Mars represents 
the calorific heat element in the south 
while Uranus is indicative of the dominat- 
ing descending, cold dry air masses from 
higher altitudes. The resulting acute agi- 
tation of the elements, central at Long. 
79° West and moving eastward explain 
why thé atmospheric disturbances reach 
scattered violent intensity reflected in 
sharp winds and electrical phenomena in 
eastern lowlands on June 23rd, while 
cooler temperatures invade northern areas 
and develop downslope. Storms of this 
type frequently catch weathermen with 
their isobars down. Meanwhile, Mercury 
square Saturn over the Southeastern states 
will be building up low barometric pres- 
sure in that area to feed this storm mov- 
ing eastward along Atlantic coastal areas. 

It may be noteworthy to mention that 
the severe wind storms during the last 
week of March reached maximum intensi- 


ty over the Midwest. During the last 
week of June these atmospheric disturb- 
ances indicate increasing intensity east- 
ward. All mountain areas may likewise 
expect scattered windstorms followed by 
lower ranges of temperatures during the 
period to the 27th. Coldest temperatures 
this summer should manifest over western 
[-urope interiors, with maximum at Long, 
12 degrees East, and highest barometric 
pressure June 27th-28th. 

It may be pertinent to explain some of 
the basic elements of astro-meteorology so 
that readers may understand some of the 
principles before we proceed with later 
discussions of various combinations. These 
interpretations are necessarily generalized 
for elementary presentation and, depend- 
ent upon other astronomical considera- 
tions, are subject to modification as we 
propose to explain in detail later in this 
series.

Venus, mildest in effects, is related to moderately low barometric pressure, humidity 
and prevailing southerlies. Seldom productive of wind velocity, except when com- 
bined with Saturn or Uranus.

The key-note of Mercury, one of, the electrical planets, is wind. Alone neutral, this 
planet reflects the quality of planets to which it forms aspects. Normally indicates 
high barometric pressure.

While there is reason 
to believe that effects weatherwise are 
similar to those of Mars with considerably 
greater intensity, our present findings are 
not yet considered conclusive. Experi- 
mental studies are being conducted in this 
connection and statistical results may be 
submitted later in this series. : 

The Moon’s perigee is now falling 
in the south declinations and is now 
located in the latter degrees of Scorpio. 
During the next two years, as the perigee 
position advances toward the point of 
the Moon’s maximum declination, the ef- 
fects on atmospheric phenomena should 
be more marked in the southern hemi- 
sphere when the Moon transits that point 
each month.

June Weather 

Spotty weather is characterized during 
June. Predominating low barometric pres- 
sure in the Midwest during the first two 
weeks will be conducive to more fre- 
quent showers eastward and with in- 
creased activity to the Appalachians dur- 
ing the second week of June. Meanwhile, 
rather high temperature ranges are fore- 
seen during the first week in the Ohio 
Valley and southeastward to the coastal 
lowlands. Highest temperatures of the 
month are indicated east of the Appala- 
chians during the second week of June, 
to include interiors. Cooler air masses 
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will dominate in the northern Rockies. 
Low pressure areas advancing eastward 
from the Mississippi Valley will be pre- 
ceded by rising temperatures increasing 
toward the coasts. As the warmer tem- 
peratures develop there is a relative slow- 
ing down of weather movements east- 
ward and storms are more scattered than 
during the cold seasons. 


The full Moon on May 31st activates 
the Sun-Saturn square which depresses 
the barometer and accounts for persistent 
cloudiness and storm activity throughout 
the Central States as the month opens. 
Venus sextile Uranus meanwhile induces 
cold, dry air masses over the northern 
elevations and in mountain regions, with 
downslope winds which touch off atmo- 
spheric disturbances through the lowlands 
to the coasts, followed by declining tem- 
peratures and clearing weather accom- 
panying the northwest winds. Tempera- 
tures warm up eastward from June 6th- 
8th as showery weather shifts to higher 
inlands eastward. Mean average precipi- 
tation should be heavier of the month 
from the 11th to the 24th. With the 
calorific Mars element in dominion on the 
Atlantic coast, diminishing precipitation 
or scattering of lows eastward is ac- 
counted for. This also explains the high- 
er frequency of thunderstorms or wind- 
squalls in the areas of higher tempera- 
tures eastward during the second week 
when Mars is on the celestial equator 
and in line to that area as determined 
from the soli-lunar charts. During these 
first two weeks prevalent easterlies being 
drawn into the counter-clockwise weather 
patterns dominating the Mississippi Valley 
and upper plains, with attendant cloudi- 
ness, will be one of the features. 


The persistent high pressure areas that 
blanketed moisture from the winter wheat 
belt during the past fall and winter have 
contributed in some measure to recent 
dust storms in the Texas Panhandle. We 
are reminded that the present period 
marks a 19 year cycle from the early 
30’s when droughts and dust storms were 
affecting the lower plains. However, the 
spring and summer droughts of the past 
two years are not indicated in our charts 
this year. The summer of 1951 may be of 
vital importance to the United States, 
as one of the most anomalous summers 
since 1927. 

During the third week of June, with 
enus in line to the southern plains, there 


should be more fruitful moisture distribu- 
tion, with 16th-17th, and 20th-2lst as 
specific dates when low pressure areas 
should be traversing the southern plains. 
Cooler temperatures inland will be ac- 
companying and following these storms 
eastward. Over the east Gulf states to 
include northward through Tennessee and 
Kentucky wind and hail storms may be 
characterized in scattered storms on 21st- 
22nd. 

The last week of June, with Mercury 
on the meridian at 98° W. intensifies wind 
storms in the lowlands and scattering 
through the valleys eastward. With the 
transition of the season and. occultations 
of both Saturn and Mars, together with 
Mars square Uranus, these disturbances 
may be expected to develop maximum in- 
tensity from Pennsylvania eastward. With 
cold air masses from higher interiors 
clashing with warm moist air masses from 
coastal lowlands, scattered storms of in- 
tensity will also dominate over the Ap- 
palachians. Mars-Uranus inclines to wind 
and electrical disturbances, particularly 
when high temperatures prevail. With 
Jupiter and Neptune both stationary in 
right ascension and the Sun and Uranus 
forming a conjunction, this last week of 
June marks a very disturbing period 
weatherwise. The sudden decline of tem- 
peratures over the eastern interiors im- 
mediately following storms on the 23rd- 
24th will occasion some surprise and re- 
sult in a general clearing of the atmo- 
sphere with prevalent northwest winds 


27th-28th.

Planting Dates 

For the benefit of our new readers, we 
repeat that crops that produce their yield 
above the soil and grow from a root for- 
mation, similar to beans, peas, lettuce, 
corn, oats, sweetpeas and marigolds, 
should be planted when the Moon is New 
or in the First Quarter. 

Crops that produce their yield in the 
soil are similar to and grow from a bulb 
formation, such as potato, beet, carrot, 
turnip, tulip and gladiolus, should be 
planted when the Moon is Full or in the 
Last Quarter. 

Plant in the Last Quarter only if nex 
essary, as it is not considered a good time 
for planting. 

Never plant when the soil is bone dry 
if you wish to Lunar plant. Moisture 
must start germination at planting iime.

For Daylight Savings Time add_ one 
hour. ;

Much can happen before the end of 
July. If there is no reaction of any im- 
portance, it can be that late-July-early- 
August will enjoy still stronger volume, 
and increased new average highs, in se- 
curities. If enough of a shakeout comes 
before then, it could be that the July 31st 
date might mark a rally that would fall 
short of earlier tops. But this is getting 
out of June, which is our present study. 
One cannot slice a month off too close, 
however ; better to look ahead, and back, 
and get a perspective. 

In summary, the middle of June has 
the spotlight, with Mars on the equator, 
Moon at maximum North declination, and 
the new Moon of the month, with the 
angular Saturn square the Sun and Moon 
conjunction. The last few days of the 
month are shot through with Mars- Uran- 
us aspects. We have just seem a similar 
set of these, in late March, with no ap- 
parent effect on the market. These same 
days are ones to be careful in all things, 
to avoid and prevent accidents. Witness 
the series of strange fires, and aviation- 
transportation catastrophies in recent 
weeks. In commodities, wheat, corn, cot- 
ton, etc., the close outlook will always de- 
pend on the technical factors of the mo- 
ment. The weight of opinion for the 
long-range indicates a downward trend.
